Violent weather Tuesday 
with winds gusting to hurri¬ 
cane force in parts of Greater 
Victoria broijght rain and 
some snow as thunderstorm 
spells passed over Vancouver 
Island from the north. 

Scattered power outages oc¬ 
curred, and disaster struck at 
one View Royal apartment 
building where visitor Ken 
Waters of Victoria, saw his 
car destroyed. 

The car w r as one of two 
damaged when the wind lifted 
a balcony and rooftop of two- 
stoi^y Christie Point Apart¬ 
ments about 1:30 p.m. apd 
sent pieces tearing through 
ihc courtyard. A tree w'as~ 
uprooted. 

An opjier-level suite was sft 
badly water-damaged when 
its roof was ripped off that oc¬ 
cupants Joanne and Larry 
Shellenberg — who plan to 
move to Vancouver next week 
— packed up their belongings 
and moved out Tuesday after¬ 
noon. 

"We were going to move 
next Wednesday, and then 
this happened,” Mrs. Shellen¬ 
berg said. 

"We’re just getting out of 
here. We’ll worry later where 
to go,” her husband said. 

The family is moving to, 
Vancouver where Shellenberg 
has a job. — 

The couple had buckets 


around the apartment catch¬ 
ing water as it .dripped 
through light bulb sockets and 
crevices. Other apartments 
were water-damaged tb a 
lesser extent. Work crews 
lined the roof witft’pdastic. 


No ©nft was hurt but cable- 
vision and some telephone 
lines were down.

The Canadian government 
only recognizes a regime 
when it feels it has effective 
control over the territory in¬ 
volved. 

In Washington, U.S. state 
department spokesman John 
Tratther, asked whether the 
U.S. will extend recognitidn.

"I don’t think it has been 
established- who is in charge 
or who controls the situation 
on the ground in Angola.” 

The MPLA’si People’s Re¬ 


public of Angola was recog- 
nizcif earlier by the Soviet 
bloc, the Organization of Afri¬ 
can Unity and 27 of its 46 Al- 
•rican m embe r countries. 
North Korea. Brazil and 
Cuba. Brazil, like the Soviet 


Union, recognized the MPLA 
last Nov. 11 when Angola 
gained independence from 
Portugal. 

France, the first major 
Western power to accept the 
MPLA. said it did so “in view 
of the fact that the Luanda 
government exercises its au¬ 
thority over most of the terri¬ 
tory.” 


Hydro borrowing 
from B.C. funds 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
President Ford placed man¬ 
agement of foreign in¬ 
telligence under a new com¬ 
mittee headed by CIA Direc¬ 
tor George Bush and said 
Tuesday night he is conduct¬ 
ing the first major ^reor¬ 
ganization ot the United 
States intelligence community 
in 29 years. 

In his opening statement for 
a televised news conference, 
Ford noted the congressional 
investigations of CIA during 
the last year and said: 

“The overriding task now' is 
to rebuild the confidence and 
capability of our, intelligence 
services so that we can live

TORONTO (CPI The 
Globe and Mail says* the Ca¬ 
nadian Dairy Commission is 
exporting overseas at a loss 
Canadian-subsidized d r i d 
milk and butter to be used for 
animal feed and industrial 
products. 

The newspaper ^quotes com¬ 
mission chairman ' EUard 
Powers as saying that the 
CDC ^ebt has increased 4o 
$300 million from $100 million 
in about a year to carry the 
cost of surplus disposal. 

It says powdered skim milk, 
which the CDC bought for 30 
to 54 cents a pound 18 months 
ago and for which it now pays 


64 cents, is sold for 14 to 20 
cents as animal feed in Japan 
and other countries. 

The rtewspaper says butter, 
‘for which the CDC paid $1.03 
a. pound, is converted, into'but¬ 
ter oil and exported for a 
third of the price. 

Canadian consumers pay 
about 60 cer^s a pound for the 
same skirrf milk powder and 
$1.12 a i>ound for the butter, 
The Globe and Mail says. 

It says farmers, through 
levies on the milk they sell, 
are bearing much of the 
debt’s repayment cost and 
federal subsidies also help to 
offset the CDC loss.

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Judge gags Morgentaler 
as pre-trial condition 


MONTREAL (CP) - Que¬ 
bec Court of Appeal judge 
l^aurent Belanger imposed 
bail conditions on Dr. Henry 
Morgentaler Tuesday, pre¬ 
venting him trom speaking 
publicly abolit TulfT*tmdirvg re¬ 
trial on an illegal abortion 
charge. 

In his decision. Belanger 
forbade Morgentaler from * 
speaking publicly either about 
the retrial or about Canadian 
abortion laws. 

In addition, Morgentaler 
was ordered not to perform 
abortions except in accredited 
hospitals as described in the 
Criminal Code and to promise 
before a municipal court 
judge to forfeit $500 if bail 
conditions are not met. 

Morgentaler will also have 


to appear in superior court 
here March 1; when, the date 
will be set for his retrial. 

Morgentaler w as freed on un¬ 
conditional bail Jan. 26 by su¬ 
perior court aft^r federal Jus¬ 
tice Minister Ron Basford or¬ 
dered a new trial for the doc¬ 
tor on the charge of perform¬ 
ing an illegal abortion. «- * 

He was convicted 4ast 
March and sent to prison for 
eighteen months. Quebec 
Court of Appeal had over¬ 
turned a jury acquittal and 
the Supreme Court of Canada 
backed that decision. 

The crown appealed Mor- 
gentaler’s release last month, 
saying that only an appeal 
court judge coijjd rule on bail, 
and that conditions should be 


set since public statements by 
Morgentaler since his release 
could affect his forthcoming 
retrial. 

Claude Arhiand Sheppard, 
Morgentaler’s lawyer, said in 
a telephone interview the de¬ 
cision t/> set. bail conditions 
came as no surprise, bul 
termed the conditions'" “very 
technical.” 

He repeated an argument 
he used in the bail hearing 
Monday, saying Morgentaler 
now is the only person in Can¬ 
ada who cannot speak out on 
abortion. 

Morgentaler was acquitted 
on another illegal abortion 
charge wtTile still serving his. 
prison sentence. In that case 
the appeal court upheld the 
acquittal.

A T THE BEGINNING OF THIS MONTH Solicitor- 
General Warren Allmand said a free vote would 
be held on the bill the government intends to introduce 
soon to abolish capital punishment. A free vote is one 
in which members of Parliament may act according to 
the promptings of their own minds and consciences, 
without fear of party discipline. Mr. Allmand was 
reported to have indicated he would prefer a vote on 
party lines, but to have said that a free vote on capital 
punishment had become a tradition in the last decade, 
and also that a victory on a free vote perhaps would 
have more credibility. 

This declaration that the MPs — and particularly 
those on the government side of the House of Com¬ 
mons — would be able to vote according to individual 
preference seemed to be reinforced in Prime Minister 
Pierre Trudeau's talk with the students at the Pearson 
College of the Pacific last Wednesday 

At one point in his discussion of personal moral 
views and the political decisions of his government, in 
reply to a student's question, the prime minister said, 
in relation.to abolition: 

“If the judgment I make is that I’m living in a 
democracy — members of Parliament particularly 
in this example are going to be able to vote absolutely 
without recourse of their party lines — so I have to as¬ 
sume that members of Parliament are going to reflect 
the morality of the country at this particular time in 
our history. 

“And if they decide to maintain, to retain capital 
punishment, well then we won’t abolish it. Then the 
possibility exists the government will have to hang 
some people ...” 




Mr Trudeau went on to remark a little later that if. 
he couldn’t get people “to understand that capital ! 
punishment is not Tight then I have a» choice. If it's 
against my conscience to hang. I’d probably have to 
resign because I’ll be doing something which I find 
abhorrent.’’ 

The next day in the- Commons, the prime 
minister’s reference to the possibility of having to 
resign brought questions from the Opposition about his 
meaning. Was Mr. Trudeau indicating, asked Eldon M. 
Woolliams, that there would not be a free vote on the 
government side of the House 0 And when Mr. Allmand 
side-stepped that question, he wanted to know if there 
was an arrangement that certain members of the 
cabinet would resign if the bill did not pass. 

Still not getting a direct answer. Mr. Woolliams 
sought an assurance that there would be a free vote. 
This was Mr. Allmand’s answer: 

“Mr. Speaker, it will be similar to the last occa¬ 
sion when we dealt with this. There will be a govern¬ 
ment bill to which the government will be committed, 
but members of this House who are not with the 
government will be free to vote on it as they see fit. 

So that’s the prime minister's free vote “absolute¬ 
ly without recourse” to party lines. In the most 
charitable interpretation of Mr. Allmand’s words, 29 
cabinet ministers, more than a fifth of the Liberal 
strength, will have to vote for abolition or resign if 
they oppose it. And in a less kind way of reading it, the 
rest will have to coqsider whether they are “with” the 
government or willing to offend it. 


No time for a holiday 


fPHE B.C GOVERNMENT Employees’ Union has 

* filed a grievance over missing a holiday that 
wasn’t a holiday and not being paid double time for it 
either. It looks as if this action has been taken more to 
try to make the Social Credit government look like a 
bad employer than in any real hope of getting 35,000 
employees the extfa pay, at a cost which the BCGEU 
estimates at $4 million. (That’s an average of nearly 
$115 each.) What the government can establish by 
order in, council it can change by order in council — 
and the change in this case came before the holiday 
which as a consequence never arrived.

Meanwhile, no one appeared to have noticed — we 


hadn’t until it showed up in Hansard — that last Friday 
the national heritage day, on which the provincial day 
was to be based, went down the procedural drain in Ot¬ 
tawa. 

National Heritage Day was proposed in a Liberal 
private member’s bill which survived unusually long: 
it was sent to a standing committee for consideration 
and returned to the Commons for third reading and 
passage. But on Friday it was “talked out,” the nor¬ 
mal fate of private members’ bills, not coming to a 
vote before the end of the allotted time. 

From the tone of the debate, however, the bill 
might very well have been defeated in a vote, anyway. 
The predominant theme perhaps is best represented 
by these two quotations: 

“How can we tell Canadians to cut back, tighten 
belts, work harder, bend their backs and produce 
much more, and yet at the same time create another 
holiday?” 

“The cost of eight million man days of lost work 
comes out to a substantial figure, and we should give 
this idea a good deal of thought before asking the 
country to face a financial loss of that sort.”

So much has been heard of 
late about the nuclear advan¬ 
tage the Soviet Union has in the 
amount of nuclear weight it 
can throw at targets in the 
United States that I have been 
asking questions of those who 
know far more than any 
reporter can about such mat¬ 
ters. 

What I have learned is not 
presented here as the final or 
authoritative word. The ex¬ 
perts who work on it full time 
are in wide disagreement. But 
for what it is worth here is one 
reporter's finding on the sub¬ 
ject. 

Undoubtedly, the Soviets can 
throw more nuclear material 
at the United States today than 
the U.S. can throw back. This 
is because the Soviets long ago 
went in for size rather than 
quality. 

★ ★ ★ 

They have bigger silos dug 
deep into the ground from 
which bigger missiles could 
lake off on intercontinental 
flight. The bigger size means 
that their missiles do not have 
to be as accurate as American 
missiles in order to knock out 
such a weapon. Tlie smaller the 
blow, the nearer the near-hit 
has to be in order to take out an 
opponent missile. 

The U.S. has an advantage in 
the number of aimed nuclear 
blows it can send back. K had a 
five-year lead in the technique 
of mounting more than one 
aimed blow in a single missile 

The two countries are 
limited under the Vladivostok 
agreement to the same total 
number of missiles — 2,460 
each. And not more than 1,320 
each are supposed to be fitted 
with multiple, independently 
targets Me warheads (MIRVs) 

The U.S. was so far ahead in 
the development of MIRVs that

it still has a lead in the deploy¬ 
ment of such weapons, but this 
advantage in the number of 
blows will diminish as the 
Soviets complete deploying 
their quota of MIRVs. 

The above means that unless 
the U.S. takes new measures to 
adjust the balance the time 
will come when the Soviets can 
not only throw more weight 
but perhaps (if their 
technology is good enough) 
pack more single blows into 
their equal number of missiles. 

The question is, how 
dangerous is the imbalance go¬ 
ing to be if nothing new is done 
to correct it, and what correc¬ 
tive steps can. and should, be 
taken? 

The answer seems fairly, 
clear that the imbalance if un¬ 
corrected would become 
damaging to the general in¬ 
terests of the U.S and its al¬ 
lies. Failure to maintain 
something like a balance in 
strategic weapons would tend 
to diminish the credibility of 
the American nuclear umbrel¬ 
la under which U.$. allies 
shelter. 

If they began to doubt that it 
would be used in a crisis they 
would probably tend to look 
around for other means of 
security. The NATO alliance in 
Europe and the Japanese al¬ 


liance in Asia probably would 
lose meaning. 

Meanwhile Moscow might 
use its superior ‘throw 
weight as an instrument of. 
power politics. It backed out of 
Cuba when the United States 
had massive nuclear 
superiority. Would it have 
backed opt if the ratiqhad been 
reversed? 

What then to do to adjustjhe 
balance? - 

There are several possible 
answers. The Soviets’ ad van 
tage in “throw weight” is en¬ 
tirely in their extra large, land- 
based. fixed missiles. If for any 
reason the Soviets had to 
abandon their silos and change 
.over to mobile missiles that ad¬ 
vantage would disappear 

Their SS-9 and SS-18 missiles 
are too big and heavy to be fit¬ 
ted into a submarine, carried 
around by a bomber, or moved 
on the ground 

The United States has on the 
drawing boards and in develop¬ 
ment stages at least two 
weapons which would make the 
big SS-9 and SS-18 missiles ob¬ 
solete. One is the air- 
brealhing, unmanned “cruise’’ 
missile which, in theory, would* 
be totally accurate. 

Another is a highly accurate 
version of the ballistic missile. 
Supposedly, it will be able to

come within 150 feet of *8- 
target 

A third method would be to 
make American land-based 
missiles mobile. Instead of 
mounting them in underground 
silos they would be shifted 
around under surface shelters 
In effect you would build a 
hundred barns for 10 weapons 
So the Soviets would have to 
knock out all hundred barns to 
be sure of getting the 10 mis¬ 
siles That would use up their 
“throw weight” — fast 

★ ★ ★ 

If Washington chooses any 
one of these methods to dig the 
Soviets, out of their big silos 
and big missiles the strategic 
balance is restored and the 
United Stated advantage in 
technology again becomes the 
major factor in the strategic 
balance. 

An example of that advan 
tage surfaced the other day in 
the annual defence posture 
statement issued by the U*JL. 
Department of Defence 

It said that Soviet anti¬ 
submarine techniques “remain 
inadequate" and that their sub¬ 
marines, which “are still 
relatively noisy,’’ also “have a 
poor capability for sustained 
combat operations, and many 
of their missile systems lack a 
reload capability. ’ 

In plain English this means 
that American surface ships 
can hear Soviet nuclear sub¬ 
marines, and ride around on 
top of them. American sub¬ 
marines, on the other hand, are 
so silent that they can escape 
Soviet detection. 

Thus Washington can, any 
time it chooses, use its decisive 
lead in technology to wipe out 
the present Soviet advantage in 
nuclear “throw weight ’

This is a tale of official dou¬ 
ble standards, selective in¬ 
dignation and hypocrisy. It con¬ 
cerns our government’s 
declared policy of opposing any 
and every foreign intervention 
in the affairs of other nations. 

To be credible, this lofty 
stance of philosophical and 
moral neutrality (some 
observers call it cop-out) re¬ 
quires scrupulously even- 
handed application. 

How do we measure up to 
this basic premise of our as¬ 
sumed purity? Judge for 
yourself from the official 
record. 

On January 5, 1973. our 
Parliament passed a resolution 
condemning the brief 
American bombing of Hanoi 
and Haiphong in December. 
1972. Presentation of such a 
motion to the Commons by the 
government was urgently 
demanded the previous day 
i which was th$ first sitting day 
of the 29th Parliament after 
the 1972 election) by David 
L^wis, then leader of the New, 
Democratic Party. 


By the time Mr. Lewis had 
the opportunity to voice his 
desire in the Commons that 
Canada officially condemn the 
American pressure on the 
Communists to return to the 
negotiating table in Paris, the 
bombing of Hanoi and 
Haiphong was over. 
Nonetheless. Mr. Lewis, saying 
with fine moral indignation 
that “this Parliament cannot 
ignore the misery and destruc¬ 
tion” caused by U.S. bombing, 
insisted on the censure. Prime 
Minister Trudeau not only 
agreed but. by strange coin¬ 
cidence. had the resolution the 
New Democrats wanted 
already drafted.

TTfatory and a few more heavy 
doses of selective indignation 
from such champions as 
Andrew Brewin (at that time 
^widely known as “The Hon. 
Member for Hanoi”), the of¬ 
ficial censure of our closest 
ally and best friend was rushed 
through without a murmur of 
protest from anyone. 

Leaving aside the absence of 
the same or similar official 
reaction to the massive 1968 
Soviet military intervention in 
Czechoslovakia (yes, Trudeau 
was already prime minister at 
that time), consider now the 
vastly different treatment by 
our government and Parlia¬ 
ment of demands to condemn 
the predominantly Cuban- 
Soviet intervention in Angola. 

The first demand for an 
“Angolan resolution” came 
almost two weeks after Parlia¬ 
ment returned from Christmas 
recess. It was voiced not bv the 
leader of the official Opposi¬ 
tion but. by back-bencher 
Donald W Munro (PC. 
Esquimalt-Saanich). 

Recalling the Vietnam 
resolution, Mr. Munro asked 
for unanimous consent of the 
House for expression of 
Canada’s deep concern over 
the situation in Angola. His 
resolution deplored, “the large 
scale intervention by other 
states” and called on the 
government of Cuba to follow 
the declared intention of South 
Africa to withdraw its troops 
from the former Portuguese 
colony. Mr. Munro also urged 
immediate ceasefire, negotia¬ 
tions of a political settlement 
by the three Angolan warring 
factions, and wanted our 
government, “to convey the 
text of this resolution to all 
participants in the Angolan 
civil war, including those who 
are providing arms, munitions 


and war material, and to the 
United Nations.” 

Apparently fearing that any 
specific mention of Cuba might 
be interpreted as repudiation 
of Trudeau’s “Viva Castro” 
performance, the government 
killed the carefully balanced 
resolution by a whoie chorus of 
“noes” from the Grit benches. 

The following day John 
Diefenbaker lent his weight to 
another run at the stonewall¬ 
ing. The resolution the former 
prime minister proposed was 
short and to the pQint. In the in¬ 
terest of world peace and the 
right of nations to self- 
determination. it said: “This 
House condemns in strong and 
unequivocal terms the invasion 
of Angola by Cuban and other 
troops . . and asks that Cuban 
and all other foreign troops 
should remove themselves 
from Angola.” 

Again unanimous consent 
was denied.

It is a simply marvellous feat of 
engineering and while the trepidation for a first-time visitor 
might be great, the trepidation quickly evaporates in the 
reality of the ease in which the system can be manipulated 

Speed? For the most part United States drivers do seem 
to stay reasonably close to the 55 mph speed limit and they’d 
better, because the highway patrols are out in force to put 
muscle into the law. 

However, one segment of the driving population appears 
to blighly ignore the 55 figure — the trucking industry 

IT SEEMS the big semis never stay within the bounds 
and what is worse; it seems there is a tacit, under-the-table 
agreement between them and the police agencies. In over 
3.000 miles of highway driving! never once saw a trucker 
pulled over by a highway patrol car, whereas I witnessed 
dozens of such confrontations between police and automobile 
drivers 

Gasoline? Admittedly the United States gallon is one- 
fifth less than our gallon, but the selling price in California 
was around the 50.1 cents per gallon range, which means 
about 10 cents a gallon cheaper than what we pay here in 
Canada.

GENERAL PRICES? Cheaper, my friend, cheaper. A 
week’s shopping basket from the Palm Springs Safeway was 
about 20 per cent less than a similar basket from a Victoria 
Safeway — one of the many reasons why so many retired 
British Columbians spend their winters in trailer camps, 
motels and condominiums in the various desert cities and 
towns. There are many, incidentally — not just Palm 
Springs. There’s Palm Desert. Cathedral City. Indio. Desert 
Hot Springs and just over the mountains, a place that is gain¬ 
ing in popularity, Hemet. Hemet, however, is not quite as 
warm as the other desert communities. 

How warm? The first nine days I was there — between 
85 and 86 above,. limply fantastic weather. 

MIND YOU, the whole area was in a disastrous 
drought — they hadn’t had rain since July 2 — and the finan- 
* cial drain was fierce. Then, the heavens opened up just in 
time to drench the Bob Hope Desert golf classic with four 
days of rain. - 

The heat is a very dry heat, almost no humidity and 95 
above is certainly bearable, and at night it drops down to a 
comfortable 50 degrees (and I’m using farenheit rather than 
celsius inasmuch as they haven’t got around to the switch 
down south as yet) making it very pleasant for sleeping. 

Amf oh yes. I’ve been asked many times about how a golf 
tournament, with $185,000 in prize money, can donate so 
much to charity — as the Hope Classic does. 

_IN THIS event, remember, there are three amateur 

players partnered with a pro in four of the five rounds. Now 
for an amateur to gel in (and there are 384 of Uiein,) he must 
pay $1,700 if he’s a member of a Palm Springs course and 
$2,500 if he's from out of the area. Works out to about 
$700,000. 

Ticket prices come out at six bucks a day and they 
average 15.000 fans a day for five days, or. another $450,000 
in receipts. They make $100,000 on the program and then 
there’s the gala Classic Ball the night before the start of the 
tournament. Tickets are $250 a couple, except for the 100 
directors of the tournament They have to pay $5,000 apiece 
for their tickets.

If you’re not wearing your 
seat belt, the television com¬ 
mercial asks, what’s holding 
you back? 

For some people the answer 
appears to be lodged in their 
concept of civil liberties — an 
attitude that persuades them 
that they are entitled to go to 
eternity in their own way, even 
if that happens to be through a 
windshield 

We won t attempt to plumb 
the depths of this curious 
human tendency to turn a blind 
eye to unpleasant statistics, 
but it may be related to the 
blithe way motorists were 
observed to be ignoring the 
new speed limits being posted 
in Ontario.

Fourth furore 
in the reign 
of Juliana

stem only from foolishness, 
selfishness, or siihple perver¬ 
sity. Which is not to say that all 
of us would not be grateful if 
someone—anyone—designed a 
simpler seat belt. 


The charge that Prince 
Bernhard got $1.1 million to in¬ 
fluence the Dutch government' 
to buy Lockheed planes is the 
fourth major furore to hit the 
House of Orange since Queen 
Juliana came to the throne in 
1948. 

None of it has hurt the 65- 
year-old queen’s bulging 
pocketbook. 

The extent of Juliana s for¬ 
tune has never been officially 
disclosed, but an unofficial es¬ 
timate in the late 1960s in¬ 
dicated her bank balance then 
was about $100 million 


In addition, she has sizable 
holdings in the giant Royal 
Dutch Shell oil company, the 
Algemene Bank Nederland, the 
country's largest commercial 
bank, and other major Dutch 
companies. 

One financial expert said her 
private fortune must be 
“huge.” 

The first big scandal in her 
reign came in the 1950s. when 
she and Bernhard turned to a 
faith healer. Greet Hofmans. in 
the hope that she could help 
their partially blind youngest 
daughter, Princess Christina. 

Miss Hofmans became the 
queen’s confidante, was 
reported advising her on mat¬ 
ters of state and was dubbed 
the Rasputin of the Dutch 
court. Bernhard objected, and 
there were rumors of divorce 
and abdication. Unconfirmed 
reports said Juliana and her 
husband lived in separate 
wings of Soestdijk Palace for 
six months, communicating 
only by notes. 


The crisis ended in 1956 with 
a statement from the royal 
couple that they had resolved 
their differences and “look 
forward to the future with cgl- 
fidence.” Bernhard banned 
Miss Hofmans from the palace, 
and Princess Christina’s sight 
improved under conventional 
treatment. s 

The next bombshell came in 
1964 when Princess Irene, the 
couple's second daughter, 
became a RomafTCalholic to 
marry the Carlist pretender to 
the Spanish throne. Prince 
Hugo Carlos of Bourbfln- 
Parma. The Protestant Dutch 
were shocked. 

Irene renounced her rights to 
the Dutch throne and was mar¬ 
ried in Rome. Her parents 
stayed home and watched the 
ceremony on television. The 


next day was Juliana s 56th 
birthday; during the 
traditional speech of con¬ 
gratulations from the govern¬ 
ment Premier Victor Marijnen 
said; “We have seen that the 
troubles of many families with 
grown children can also pre- 
, sent themselves to a royal 
family.” 

Public opposition was 
aroused by another royal 
romance in 1966 when Crown 
Princess Beatrix became 
engaged to a West German 
diplomat, Claus von Amsberg. 
Objections were voiced to his 
teen-age membership in Nazi 
youth and labor organizations 
during the war. and there were 
smoke bombs and hostile 
demonstrations outside the 
church during the wedding 
ceremony in Amsterdam 
★ ★ ★ 

The hostility evaporated the 
next year when Beatrix gave 
birth to a son. the first Prince 
of Orange in the line of succes¬ 
sion since 1884. 

The earlier crises did no 
damage to the popularity of the 
queen and her husband and the 
widespread affection for her 
The effect of the Lockheed 
scandal depends on the in¬ 
vestigation which the govern¬ 
ment has promised. Bernhard, 
denying he received any 
money, said he welcomed a fuil 
inquiry.

The one-way street 
to East Germany

Six million West Germans and West Berliners made 
trips to East Germany in 1975. but only 1.73 million East 
Germans were allowed to return the visits. 

Traffic on what one western official dubs the “one-way 
street to East Germany” is on the increase, but East Ger¬ 
many daily lays more mines along its border with the west 
and clamps down on would-be emigrants. 

Of the 1.73 million East Germans who visited West Ger¬ 
many last year, 1.33 million were pensioners. 

Only 40.000 persons of working age were permitted to go 
to the west, because of a death or a wedding in the family. 

West Berliners often cross the border, sometimes every 
weekend, because food is cheaper on the other side. 

But East Berliners may not legally visit the western seo 
tor to take advantage of the greater supplies of goods there. 

East Germans still try to flee to the west, although how 
many is not known. 

The August 13 Organization, named after the day the 
Russians built the Berlin Wall in 1961, said a total of 6,011 
East Germans emigrated illegally to the west in 1975, in¬ 
cluding 673 who braved the minefields and barbed wire. 

The remainder crossed legally but failed to return to 
East Germany. In 1974, 969 persons made it past border 
guards, while 4.355 crossed legally with permission to stay 
up to 30 days but failed to return 

The West German Ministry for Intra-German Relations 
said the East Germans laid 26,000 mines along the border in 
1975. increased fencing between East and We>r Germany by 
63 miles to a total of 659 miles and built 30 new watch towers 

The number of self-firing border devices, which last 
year Rilled four persons trying to escape, rose from 13.400 to 
19,000. 

West German leaders of all political shades say relations 
between the two states can be normalized only if the Com¬ 
munists permit unrestricted two-way visits. 

But West German Chancellor Helmut Schmidt told the 
Bonn Parliament in his annual state of the nation report that, 
relations were slowly improving. 

“Although a great many things, and important things at 
that, still remain unfinished, and although there have been 
setbacks, relations between the two German states again 
made progress during 1975,” Schmidt said. 

As one example, the West German mission in East 
Berlin reported it has dealt with 16.000 cases of legal protec¬ 
tion of West German citizens sinqe it opened for business in 
June. 1974. 

The number increases by 600 each month, the mission 
said. Before the mission opened. West Germans in trouble 
with* East German authorities were on their own. 

The mission said it has paid 700 visits to West Germans 
in East German prisons in one and a half years. Between 460 
and 480 West Germans are imprisoned in the Communist 
state, the mission said

Or maybe 
there are a majority of people 
who really feel as I do? Maybe 
they’ve been successful in 
restraining themselves, as I 
wasn't. And Canadians have 
such a historv of restraint!

While I do not want to deter 
anyone from donating funds for 
the Guatemala disaster. I 
would like to remind people 
that large amounts of money 
do not of themselves provide 
emergency aid. 

While thereris still time, may 
I suggest to those who would 
truly like to do something 
useful towards relief aid to 
recall the events, and the after¬ 
math of criticism, of previous 
emergency aid efforts. As one 
who has been on the receiving 
end of mountains of aid sup¬ 
plies sent in a frenzy of 
generosity, hut with absolutely 
no planning of co-ordination: I 
would like to say: let’s stop and 
think. 

It is all very well for agen¬ 
cies to appeal for donations but 
it is not funds that are most 
needed. Ottawa has an over- 
ample budget for such use. 
What is needed is for us to be 
concerned that supplies get to 
those for whom they are 
destined and not pile up in 
i ports and airports. 

Generally, disasters in the 
Third Worid qffect, to a large 
extent, rural areas that are dif¬ 
ficult of access even at the best 
of times bttause roads and 
transportation are poor or non¬ 
existent. Delivering food and 
other supplies to urban areas 
alone just creates a refugee 
problem that complicates the 
situation and delays rehabilita¬ 
tion. If suftjlfes were air¬ 
dropped to isolated villages 
and nomad encampments, the 
aid would be certain and im¬ 
mediate. and the people would 
remain in place to start their 
own rehabilitation. 

Give money if you want, but 
a stream of letters asking your 


MP or the prime minister* to 
make it possible to deliver ten 
tons of food, medicine and tools 
directly to isolated villages 
will do more good than funds 
for a thousand tons to be 
delivered in “due course ’ to 
some port of entry. Giving 
money is’easy, being con- 
cernedjs more difficult. ‘

any other known method. 

the Dunhill Corporation 
owns something in the nature 
of a couple of hundred acres of 
land. Maybe there are other 
developers who would jump at 
the chance to avail themselves 
of serviced land, but I doubt 
whether they could match 
Dunhill’s price. 

The former Social Credit 
government legislated for area 
councils and I have not seen 
where this legislation has been 
repealed.

We’ve spent no significant 
money and this year we’re 
going back to $1 million*,’’ 
Waterland added. 

“And many other cQmpa : 
nies have volunteered that 
they’re doing the same," he 
said. 

“As you know there are 
now 37 oil and gae drilling 
rigs at work this winter in 

northeastern B.C. where there 
were six last year. We can't 
take all the credit for this be¬ 
cause the previous govern¬ 
ment had provided incentives 
and these gave companies a 
chance to get a good return 
on their investment. But I 
think that the change of gov¬ 
ernment makes the future 
much rosier for them,” Wa¬ 
terland added. 

“The forestry' industry is 
much happier now as the 
lumber markets are picking 
up after a long spell of being 
caught in a cost-price 
squeeze. They're happier not 
so much, by anything that 
we've done bul there were 
lots of things happening in 
their industry - strict en¬ 
forcement of some regulations 
that increased their costs. 

“District foresters have a 
certain flexibility in how they 
enforce the regulations. If 
they’re realistically enforced 
and road (logging roafl) stan¬ 
dards are approached in a re¬ 


alistic mtnner which doesn’t 
(hrow an awful lot of extra 
cost on operators, then they 
have a chance of doing their 
thing in the bush and making 
a bit of a return — at least to 
tide them over the bad 
periods,” the miniater said. 

• ‘‘You know the cost of 
Operating in the forestry busi¬ 
ness in the last 20 years 
makes me wonder why any¬ 
body would get into it. It’s 
-almost as bad. as the mining 
industry,” he said.

B.C.’s new mines minister 
doesn't really think that min¬ 
eral ore bodies are renewable 

— although he said he under¬ 
stands how the public might 
have be^n misled on the state¬ 
ments attributed to him. 

Thomas Waterland said in 
an interview Tuesday that the 
statement was made in a hu¬ 
morous fashion last month a* 
he addressed the annual 
meeting of the B.C. and 
Yukon Chamber of Mines.

Hospital site expropriation urged 


Health Minister Robert 
•McClelland has agreed to ap¬ 
prove a 35-acre silt near 
Douglas and McKenzie for a 
new hospital, hut he hasn’t 
agreed to pay for the land. 

The region’s hospital and 
health planning' commission 
made public Tuesday its lat¬ 
est correspondence with the 
minister regarding Ihe site 
and its controversial $2.5 mil¬ 
lion price tag. 

In a letter date^ Feb. 4. 
McClelland told commission 
chairman Robert Wallace that 
he would “reluctantly” ap¬ 
prove the site, but the provin¬ 
cial government would not 
share land costs abov>' 
* -$1,250,000. The other half of 


the site’s cost would have to 
be borne entirely by the re-* 
gion. 

The province would normal¬ 
ly pay 60 per cent of the cost. 

Wallace replied that, after 
reconsidering the alterna¬ 
tives, the commission was 
still strongly in favor of the 
McKenzie and Douglas site. 
He asked the minister to ex¬ 
propriate the property and to 
share thte cost on the usual 
60-40 basis. 

The commission had un¬ 
successfully requested expro¬ 
priation last year, before the 
provincial election. 

Expropriation would rrtean 
further mg Nation with the 
owner, R&M .Developments, 


or resort to an independent 
board which would set the 
fair market value. 

Hospital board chairman 
Ah Young said Tuesday the 
important advantage of ex¬ 
propriation would be that de¬ 
sign and construction of the 
hospital could start immedi¬ 
ately. 

The tactic of approving a 
hospital site, but not its cost, 
has scuttled Greater Victoria 
hospital plans before. 

In 1971, tlie hospital board 
tried to acquire 35 acres on 
Helmcken. north of the high¬ 
way, as a site for an Extended 
care hospital. The board ex¬ 
pected to eventually build a 
general hospital on the site. 


Ralph Loffmark. then min¬ 
ister of health, rejected the 
negotiated -price of $6,500 an 
acre. He finally agreed to 
share the cost -ei the land at 
$5,000 an acre if the board 
paid the remainder. 

The region rejected that ex¬ 
pensive idea, and the site is 
still undevelopted. 

In 1971. the board had bud¬ 
geted $349,000 for that land, 
including the cost of sewer 
and water services. It is this 
same site that the health de¬ 
partment is now urging the 
hospital planning commission 
fo consider over the $2.5 mil¬ 
lion McKenzie-Douglas prop¬ 
erty. 

Young said the Helmcken 
site has l>een studied and re¬ 


studied by the commission, 
end has been rejected for sev¬ 
eral. reasons. The probable 
high cost of services (particu¬ 
larly sewers i, its distance 
from the population centre, 
and tiie lack of a professional 
fire department in the aitea . 
were Important, he said. 

A major hospital also 
creates pressure for housing 
for nurses and hospital staff, 
as well as drugst :res and 
other commercial devteiop- 
ments, which View Royal isn’t 
ready for. Young added. 

McClelland is opposed to 
the McKenzie - Douglas site 
mainly because of cost. Even 
the price of $1,250,000, equiva¬ 
lent to $50,000 iter acre, “is 
more than three times tiie ap-

praised value and the price 
paid by the present owners,’’ 
he said. 

A price of $2,500,000 would 
commit taxpayers, during die 
life of the debentures, to 
moite than $5,500,000 in tax 
funds, hte said. 

McClelland, like Loffmark 
in 1971, is arguing that the 
property should be appraised 
as farmland, not commercial 
land, substantially cutting its 
value. It is now in the agricul¬ 
tural land reserve, bid is 
within the Saanich Stewer en¬ 
terprise. n 

In spite of the commission’s 
disagreement with the min¬ 
ister, Young and Wallace 
have applauded McCtelland’s 
offer. Young said he was 
“personally delighted that the 
minister has attempted to get 
on with the job.” 

McClelland has not yet re¬ 
plied to the commission’s ex¬ 
propriation request, and he 
could not be reached for com¬ 
ment Tuesday.

Premier Bennett should be 
able to move into his new of¬ 
fice suite in the legislative 
buildings by mid-April, Depu¬ 
ty Works Minister George 
Giles said Tuesday.

Representatives from seven 
regional districts will meet 
with Muncipal Affairs Min¬ 
ister Hugh Curtis this after¬ 
noon to give him their view's 
% on how he should deal with’ 
the Islands Trust, the con¬ 
troversial watchdog body set 
up by the NDP government. 

Capital Region Board chair¬ 
man Jim Campbell said Tues¬ 
day he felt “substantial 
agreement” had been reached 
between the regional politi¬ 
cians on what approach they 
would take with the minister, 
but he would not reveal what 
this might be. 

So far the regional repre¬ 
sentatives — serving on the 
seven regional boards which 
help govern about 220 islands 
coming lihder the trust’s um¬ 
brella — have undergone two 
lengthy, secret meetings on 
the subject. 

They will hold another spe¬ 
cial, closed meeting later this 
morning to firm up their pro¬ 
posals. 

The trust, set up by an act 
,of thte Legislature in 1974, has 
' broad, over-all control of 
planning and development in 
the Islands. 

Headed by three govem- 
ment-appojnted general trust¬ 
ees, it has a staff of five and 
a current budget of some 
$236,000. There are also 26 
local trustees elected to repre¬ 
sent 13 designated islands. 

Ihe fledgling trust has 


come under heavy attack 
from Campbell who has 
termed it a $236,000 error that 
should be abolished. He says 
it interferes with existing re¬ 
gional democracy and frus¬ 
trates planning. 

But Campbell and the other 
regional politicians will 
almost certainly not be pro¬ 
posing to the minister today 
anything as drastic as total 
abolishment of the trust, 
something of a motherhood 
i^,sue with many islanders. 

They’ll likely put in a pitch 
'for legislative amendments to 
curb its powers of vetoes in 
day-to-day planning and dev¬ 
elopment matters. 

Also present at this after¬ 
noon’s meeting with the min¬ 
ister will be the tltree general 
trustees who head the trust. 

And Campbell told the Colo¬ 
nist some of the regional poli¬ 
ticians have mixed feelings 
about these trustees having 
been invited by the minister. 


According to Campbell/^ 
their feeling was that the pre¬ 
sence of the three could inhib¬ 
it the regional presentation 
and create something of a 
confrontation in which the r *- 
gional arguments would be 
lost on the minister. 

Campbell alro said that 
Curtis had committed himself 
to eliminate — at least in the 
long-term — those three ap¬ 
pointed positions.

“Whale new programs and policies are to be expected 
with any new govetmnteTvt, we will be urging this government 
to retain and improve some of the resource management 
j)olicies started by the previous administration,” says Bill 
Otway, executive director of the BCWF. 

Otway seems to be advising a sensible approach on the 
part of outdoors people. 

While it is no secret the wildlife federation and other out¬ 
door groups were impressed with the direction the NDP gov¬ 
ernment was turning on environmental and wildlife issues, it 
should be recognized the NDP was as much talk as action. 

The old Socred government had a rather miserable 
record with regard to environmental matters, especially in 
its early years. ^ 

But, that was changing in the last few years of the.pld 
Socreds and it would be hoped Bill Bennett’s Socred* will 
have an enlightened outlook towards the environment and the 
outdoors. 

In fact It could do a better job than the NDP started 
because it may not be so ready to jump to the beck and call 
of special interest pressure groups. 

It should be remembered the old Sdcred government was 
responsible for the shared use of forestlands now enjoyed by 
thousands of recreationiats.... 

The resource folio planning systems t which Is one of the 
best things to hit natural-resource planning, was in the initial 
stages under the old Socreds. 

There is no reason why it shouldn’t be continued and 
improved now. 

“The resource folio planning system offers the best possi¬ 
ble chance to bring about a truly integrated use and manage¬ 
ment of our forest resources.

He calls for supervision of high altitude or alpine logging 
in the Kootenays to ensure survival of the Selkirk caribou. 

"We certainly tope the new government will continue 
with the coordinated resource management planning system 
for our Crown grazing lands,’’ he says. 

Otway anticipates the Socreds will be making some 
moves to change the'existing land reserves, but adds “we 
certainly hope they will move slowly and cautiously in this 
area. In certain areas the ALRs provide not only protection 
tor' important agricultural land, but also protect critical 
wildlife ranges.” 

There will be cross examination allowed between those 
presenting briefs and the general public will be allowed to 
present questions to the panel for consideration.

Lecturer Merriam Douce^ 
of Simon Fraser University 
told a news conference Tues¬ 
day the byproduct, which 
could kill 1,290 persons with 
one drop, was entering i<x>d 
and water supplies in the two 
countries. 

"The chemical has been 


found to be up tQ_on e million * 
times more jjotent^ than the" 
now-banned thalidomide, but 
the herbicides are still v in 
use,-" she said- 
Fish and Wildlife biologist 
Rick Morley said in Victoria 
dioxin was still present In the 
herbicide, but had been highly 
controlled since federal legis¬ 
lation one year ago. 


The federal agriculture de¬ 
partment ruling now says 
2,4,5-T have no more than .05 
parts dioxin per million. 

Provincial agriculture de- 
partment. employee Peter Per¬ 
rin, in pesticide regulation, 
also'said the legislation forced 
> manufacturers to extract the 
dioxin from the herbicide 


almost as much as was scien-> 
tifically possible. 

’Main manufacturer of the 
herbicide is Dow' Chemical 
Co. 

Also speaking out Tuesday 
was Toronlo physician Dr. 
Jerry Green, who said 
suppressed U.S. government 
data on herbicides admitted 
of a possible "time-bomb” ef- 


t[pctAvhich could be a million 
times as bad as thaiidomlde. 

He said, millions of pounds 
of dioxin had been used in 
Canada, with known tragic re¬ 
sults in B.C. and New Bruns¬ 
wick. 

Mdrley r said he did not 
know of any "tragic” results 
of the byproduct’s use in B.C^.

VANCOUVER (CP) —. 
Some major oil companies in¬ 
creased the price of home 
heating oil at midnight Mon¬ 
day, following the end of the 
provincial prjce freeze on es¬ 
sential goods and services. 

Wholesale prices w-ent up 
4 1 ,* cents a gallon, the max¬ 
imum amount permitted by 
the B.C. Energy Commission 
in an order dated Friday. 

Dave Reynolds, spokesman 
for G/ulf Oil Canada Ltd., said 
the increase reflected a SI.50 
rise in the price of a barrel of 
crude oil which took effect 
Jan. 1, 1975. 

"Because of various govern¬ 
ment . freezes, the price of 
home heating oil was not able 
to reflect'this increase before 
ngw,” he said. 

Reynolds said Gulf’s Van¬ 
couver wholesale price would 
rise to 41 cents a gallon, in¬ 
cluding a half-cent provincial 
tax. 

The price in Prince George 
will be 4212 cents, in Cran- 
hrook 42.6 cents and in Victo¬ 
ria 42 cejits, he said. 

Reynolds and other oil com¬ 
pany spokesmen said the 
firms had no immediate plans 
to increase the price of gaso¬ 
line. 

A spokesman at Standard 
Oil Co. of B.C. said that firm 
had not yet decided whether 
to increase the price of home 
heating oil, but a decision 
would be made soon. 

Spokesmen for Shell Canada 
Ltd. and Imperial Oil Ltck 
said their firms would in¬ 
crease prices by the same 
4!s-cent margin. 

Vancouver prices will be 
41.3 cents for Shell heating oil 
and 40.7 cents for Imperial's 

Spokesmen for Home Oil 
Ltd. and Texaco Canada Ltd. 
. wete not available for com¬ 
ment.

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Cass demands Survivor denies making statements 
school replies 


An unsuccessful candidate 
in the* November municipal 
- election submitted a list of 
questions to Greater. Victoria 
school board Monday' night 
after describing the schools 
system as expensive and luxu¬ 
rious. 

Ian Cas<. who ran for an al- 
dermanic seat in Saanich, 
said the board's 1976 butigel 
of J46.791.876 — an increase of 
about 20 per cent — repre¬ 
sented a 'continuation of 
wildly escalating education 
coat^ which, I beilieve. is total¬ 
ly unacceptable to the public 
generally.” 

ttfc said it Was particularly 
inequitable and punitive to el- 
dcHy property owners and 
those on fixed incomes, whom 
he said he represented. 

After calling it a “cream- 
puff educational system.” 
Cass asked nine questions re¬ 
garding payroll, number of 
employees, teachers end stu¬ 
dents. tenure, curriculum and 
.capital debt. 

Cass concluded by say¬ 
ing that practical financial 
limits had already been ex¬ 
ceeded and that the only an¬ 
swer was staff cuts. 

Chairman William Ross ts- 
. sured Cass the board would 
provide the answers to his 
questions as soon as possible. 

The trustees continued to 
receive reaction to planning 
reports by assistant superin¬ 
tendent Dr. John Wiens and 
thi action already taken by 
the hbard an*4ht>se recommen¬ 
dations. ■ 


A delegation from Victoria 
West elethehtary ichobl, 
headed by Edna Krystia, pre¬ 
sented a brief from the 
parents’ committee stressing 
. thwr concern and objections 
to the planned move of Grade 
7 students oul of the elemen¬ 
tary school Into a junior higlt 
school.

Heavier penalties 
sought for Ouellet 


YELLOWKNIFE, N.W.T. 
fCBl — The- PdilaPctic crash 
inquiry took a new twist Tues¬ 
day as sUrvivpr Garry Wey- 
man denied making certain 
T>ost-acddent statements to 
the brother of pilot Brian 
Thomson, who was killed in 
the crash along with 31 other 
persons. 

W e yin a n , flight engi¬ 
neer aboard the plane and one 
of only two survivors, was 
asked if he recalled talking 
with Jim Thomson after Brian 
1 bom son’s funeral following 
the Oct. 30. 1974, crash at Rea 
Point, N.W.T., and also to 
Thomson’s widow, Lou Ann. 

Weyman. said he re¬ 
called talking to them at Mrs. 
Thomson's house, but not for 
the hour that commission 
counsel Peter Owen suggest¬ 
ed, and not apart from the 
group of other people, in the 
house at the time. 

Owen asked the withess 
If he had Indicated to the pi¬ 
lot’s widow or brother any¬ 
thing about an unusual in¬ 
cident at 6,000 or 7,000 feet 
abbve grounds prior to the 
crash. * 

Weyman said he could 
not recall saying any such 
tiling, nor did he recall any¬ 
thing unusual happening at 
that point. 1 * 

As the Efeetra left the 
300-toot level, Weyman said, 
he felt a negative gravi¬ 
tational pull that lifted him 
out of his seat and up against 
his lap belt, a sensation he 
had never experienced, before 

Hb said the mbveihenl 
scared hlni and he cuhsed 
aloud but got no verbal reac- 
ti hi from the pilot. 

Weyman said co-pilot Hat- 
toh called out to the pilot¬ 
telling him the plane was at 
300 feet and 3 DME (three 
miles from Rea Point). 

Thomson stall ’did not-, re¬ 
spond or show any sign of 
-movement. Weyman said. 

He testified that he said td 
the co-pilot: “t>ave, I think 
hb’s going to kill us.” 

“t w as very scared-^ Wey¬ 
man said. 

He said he then felt 
Hatton’s left hand on his set 
df power levers artd that 
Hatton “seemed to be exert¬ 


ing great physical force on 
the column, to the extent that 

he was shaking ” 

At that time. Thomson had 
both hands on the wheel 
and was staring straight 
ahead, Weyman said. 

His voice almost breaking. 
Weyman ' described his 
actions after the crash. He 


said he remembered regain¬ 
ing consciousness half-fn and 
half-out of the water while 
’’still in the cockpit and then 
looking at Thomson. ^ 

“I looked at Brian (Thom¬ 
son) and I looked at Dave 
'Hatton) and Dave was mov¬ 
ing so I yelled at him and 
said we have got-to get out of 
here.” 


Weyman said he gabbed 
Thomson by hi6 flight suit but 
wa6 unable to move him. 

“At this time the cockpit 
started rolltop on its right 
side and filling up with water. 
*1 remember his (Hatton's) 
arm or head or something 
sticking out of the water and 1 
grabbed him and pulled him 


out on the ice (through the 
open rear of the cockpit).” 

Weyman said' he noticed 
signs of life among some 
of the other victims for 10 to 
15 minutes after he regained 
'tonsclousness. Earlier testi¬ 
mony indicated i^, was an hour 
and 20 minutes before a Twin 
Otter aircraft from Rea Point 
spotted the men on the ice. 


The flight engineer also tes¬ 
tified that when the Electra 
was about six miles fiturt the 
Rea Point runway, Thom¬ 
son twice said that lib be¬ 
lieved the plane was on top of 
a layer ot cloud. 

The witness said he saw 
what appeared to be water 
and chunks of ice floating in it 
around this time. 


‘Pigeon drop’ scheme foiled 


A recent story in the Colo¬ 
nist about the "pigeon drop” 
con schemte prevented a nfew 
attempt Tuesday, and Victo¬ 
ria poliefe said late in the day 
they were seeking two young 
women for questioning. 

First report of a “pigeon 
drop” in Greater Victoria 
came in 1974 when two young 
women approached an elderly 
Victoria woman with a story 
about a mdnfcy-fiUed envelope 
dropped from a car. 

They then went into the 
basis of the scheme — the 
young womten finders would 
put. up more money and so 
would the elderly woman, all 
ih good faith, and the three 
would split the total. The 
woman lost 5415. 

Newspaper stories about the 
scheme seemed to help ih 1974. 
because it stopped one* the 
first was published. But the 
"pigeon droppers” returned 
early this year, making four 
attempts involVihg elderly 
women in Oak Bay before 
new publicity chased them to 
cover. 

Or .at least police thought 
the young women had left 
town, until Tuesday morning, 
when an 81-year-ol4 Victoria 
woman had a second visit. 

Fraud squad detectives sbid 
the wpmdn had been visited 
Jan. 30 by'two ybung lyomen 
who asked to use the'phone 
and then said they had found 
a money-filled envelope 
dropped from a ear. The resi¬ 


dent didn’t like the idea of 
counting the money without 
notifying |>olice and told the 
two to go. 

Tuesday morning, the 
women were back, and this 
time the elderly woman’s 
daughter was present. Police 
said she was “familiar with

Conservative leadership 
candidates went into seclusion 
Tuesday, resting, honing 
speeches and keeping out' of 
the public eye white support¬ 
ers fine-tuned convention 
strategy. 

Organizers for many of the 
12 candidates refused to say 
wheite their favorites were 
spending the last quiet mo¬ 
ments <bcfore the full force of 
The convention begins today 
and Thursday. 

Candidates J. Patrick Now- 
lan. Flora MacDonald, James 
Gillies, John Fraser, Brian 
Mulnoney, Sinclair Stevens, 
Claude Wagner and Jack 
Horner were all working on 
convention speeches and did 


not- plan to surface publicly 
until today. 

Mulnoney will arrive in 
Ottawa from a retreat in 
Megog, Que., by train this 
morning and hte organizers 
say he will probahly be met 
by . a “spontaneous demon¬ 
stration.” 

Joe Clark and Paul Hellyer 
both sftent a quiet day, but 
bad organized evening con¬ 
vention - opening parties for 
some of the 2,600 delegates 
who have already arrived. 
Ifewafd Graffety went to the 
daily Commons question 
period, then retired to work 
on a speech. 

But .while candidates en¬ 
joyed the lull before ttte 
storm, others involved in the 


four-day political spectacular 
stepped up pre-c<m\tention ac¬ 
tivity. « 

Large house traitev.s were 
moved up beside the 
7,000-seat Civic Centre con¬ 
vention site to lie equipped 
with telephones and used as 
headquarters for the various 
contestants. —.

‘The new leader will have 
(o come to some accommo¬ 
dation and say I’m going to 
have to live with Mr. Diefen- 
bakter,” he said. 

“He’s going to have his say 
to the very last minute.”

MONTREAL (CP) — David 
Angus, chief fund raiser for 
Brian Mulroney’S Progressive 
Conservative leadership bid, 
confirmed Tuesday the cam¬ 
paign organization has re¬ 
ceived a $10,000 contribution 
from Power Corp. 

’•The chteque came in sever¬ 
al clays ago,” he said. 

"I was away at the time, 
but my secretary told me it 
had come in.

Gardom made the state¬ 
ment in the face of criticism 
from the American Indian 
Mov ement of B.C. that Leon¬ 
ard Peltier was being treated 
unfairly and was involved in a 
hunger strike. 

Peltier is accused of mur¬ 
dering two FBI agents in 
South Dakota in June, 1975. 
He also faces two attempted 
murder charges from 1972 
and 1975., 


Roque Duenas. a U,S. citi¬ 
zen who recently arrived in 
Canada to work for Peltier, 
said earlier this week that the 
prisoner was not eating be¬ 
cause he was afraid of being 
fed dangerous chemicals in 
his food. 

Gardom said Peltier was 
eating, that he was confined 
in an observation unit, had 
the same privileges as other 
prisoners, and v.as hand¬ 
cuffed and placed in leg irons 
only when transferred from 
his holding cell to court for 
extradition appearances. 

“That, too. is normal for 
high security risks,” Gardom 
said, “and we do regard Pel- 
tier as a high security risk.”

At the same time, he added, 
the bylaw allowed for smaller 
lots that were within the 
means of the average person. 

The bylaw complies with 
Salt Spring Island’s official 
community plan.

He described as "incredi¬ 
ble” Clarke’s testimony that 
on a car trip from Calgary to 
Edmonton he was getting 9-to 
U miles a gallon while on the 
return trip, with ihe device 
fitted to the engine, he got 17 
to 18 miles a gallon. 

"The story is preposterous 
and I ask your honor to reject 
it out of hand." he said. 

Fitted in the carburetor of 
an engine, the device, manu¬ 
factured in the United States, 
is supposed to increase the air 
supply at higher speeds to 
bring about belter perform¬ 
ance. 

But an expert witness, Mar¬ 
ian Friend, in charge of En¬ 
gine testing al the National 
Research Qmncil in Ottawa, 


said tests he ran on the device 
did not substantiate the 

claims. 

Roell said the intent of the 
legislation was to protect th? 
consumer "to save the 
sucker from the con man." 

' "'The defence an exemp¬ 
tion under the ,act applied 

only to the publisher of the 

magazine and not to Clarke 
who caused the ad to lie 

placed, he said. 


He said that under careful 
laboratory conditions, die de¬ 
vice "did nothing” and that a 
similar device tested earlier 
also "did nothing.” 

Defence counsel Mike Hut¬ 
chison argued there was not 
sufficient evidence for a crim¬ 
inal conviction, that Clarke 
was entitled to an exemption 
under the act and he hadn’t 
done what was alleged.

Psychiatrist treats families

NEW ROCHELLE, NX 
(AP) — Going to a psychia¬ 
trist may help more if you 
bring your spouse and chil¬ 
dren with you, say doctors at 
a clinic here which empha¬ 
sizes family therapy. 

In traditional therapy, the 
individual is the focal point. 
His problem is isolated and 
treated. 

Family therapy views each 
individual as a part of some 
family ’unit. The immediate 
and extended families, and 
even close friends, sometimes 
participate in family therapy 
sessions. Relationship pat¬ 
terns In the family are exam¬ 
ined and the ones that do not 
work are changed. 

★ * ★ 

Dr. Philip Guerin, director 
of the Centre for Family 
Learning here, said family 
therapy “takes the problem 
out of the head of the individ¬ 
ual." 

The centre is in its third 
year. Its staff of about 20 psy¬ 
chiatrists, psychotogists and 
social workers treat about 100 
troubled families and teach 
post-graduate training classes 
in family therapy. 

Guerin said the centre 
mainly works with middle- 
class families. The cost of a 
one-hour clinical session is de¬ 
termined according to in¬ 
come, with $20 the minimum 
and $60 maximum. The 
centre, a non-profit organiza¬ 
tion. is chartered by the 
board of regents of University 
of the State of New York. 


One centre client, a house¬ 
wife and mother of four who 
did not wish to be named, 
said if she and her husband 
had not had family therapy, 
“we would be divorced and 
mortal enemies." 

She and her husband were 
separated for several months, 
when they went to the centre 
at the recommendation of, a 
parish priest. 

She said that in her house¬ 
hold she dealt with the chil¬ 
dren’s needs and discipline 
problems, with little help 
from her husband. After visit¬ 
ing the centre for a year she 
said she feels there is more 
sharing of household responsi¬ 
bilities among members of 
her family. 

★ * ★ 

She said her husband has 
established stronger rela¬ 
tionships with the children, 
and her reactions to family 
crjses are “rrt> longer purely 
emotional." 

Although there still are 
problems in her marriage, 
she said she feels "less pres¬ 
sured and very optimistic." 

Family therapy looks at 
family problems as a “natu¬ 
ral part of the living 
process, said Guerin. It 
makes the family “a part of 
the therapy, not an object for 
blame.” 

Family therapy can deal 
with physical as well as emo¬ 


tional problems. A family 
^crisis can cause illness or 
there may be “emotional re¬ 
action to the physical illness 
of a member of the family." 

★ ★ ★ 

Research in family therapy 
started about 25 years ago. 
But the method has gained 
popularity only in the last five 
years. It still is “not in the 
mainstream.” said Guerin. 
Critics regard the method as 
a superficial one, where "the 
•«individual is lost.” 


Bu{ in the New Rochelle 
centre, family therapy is the 
way of thinking. There are 
similar centres in Washing¬ 
ton, Chicago, Boston and Phi¬ 
ladelphia. 

At a recent first session 
with a troubled couple, Guerin 
took a “genogram," a tracing 
of/three generations of both 
the husband and wife’s fami¬ 
lies. He says relationships 
with the extended families 
often give a clue to problems 
within the immediate family. 


Skin can alter 
from late 20s 


TORONTO (CP) — Many 
women’s skin changes from 
the late 20s on says Katie 
Jung, a Toronto esthetician. 

"It may dehydrate and get 
dry due to loss of moisture, or 
become oily and dry in cer¬ 
tain areas," Miss Jung said. 

Secretary Barbara Smith 
has a combination of dry and 
oily skins. It wasn’t always 
that way. She used to have a 
very oily skin but a year ago 
she noticed that her complex¬ 
ion was changing. 

“My skin became very dry 
in the T-area—the forehead, 
chin and front parts of the 
cheeks,” she said. 

“At* first I thought it was a 
temporary condition, but it 
started to get worse, she said. 
“I tried treating it by putting 
masks on the oily patts and 
staying away from the dry 
areas." 

Today Barbara keeps her 
skin in good condition by 
using a cleansing milk Ibtion 
for surface cleansing of the 
oily areas and then a cleans¬ 
ing lotion for deeper cleaning. 


She uses a night cream all 
over her face. 

In the morning, she‘uses a 
cleansing lotion and then ap¬ 
plies a protective'moisturizer 
followed by a gel to keep oily 
spots from becoming exces¬ 
sive. 

Next, she smooths on a light 
foundation for a base and 
then applies cosmetics. She 
uses eye cream to,combat 
dryness and wiinkles in the 
eye area. 

Miss Jung said that an 
excessive amount of oil in a 
combination skin can be the 
result of diet, tensions, lack of 
sleep and illness. She advises 
controlling the condition by 
careful cleansing and use of 
facial masks. 

“The same thing happens 
with hair," she said. “I am 
treating two women who are 
suffering tension because of 
broken marriages. One has 
her hair falling out in patches 
because she is upset. The 
other’s hair is breaking off.” 

Smoking is also bad for the 
skin, she warned. “It affects 
the pigmentatioq,”

In that session, Guerin en¬ 
couraged the middle-aged 
couple to discuss their individ¬ 
ual feelings about each rela¬ 
tive before he asked their rea¬ 
son for coming far therapy 
★ ★ ★ 

“Sometimes giving, structu¬ 
ral family data can calm 
down a client, and get him to 
know what the pieces are, 
said Guerin. > 

A housewife, who was hav¬ 
ing trouble relating to her 
( adopted five-year-old daugh¬ 
ter. said that after family/ 
therapy, “I saw similarities in 
the relationship of me and r 
m/ daughter and my mother 
and sister.” 

* ★ * 

Spurred on by questions 
raised in therapy,/she sought 
out her father, whom she 
hadn’t seen since her parents 
divorced when she was two. 

Her problem with her 
daughter was resolved long 
ago but she and her husband 
have continued sessions at the 
centre for four years. “A 
checkup for mental health is 
as important as a dental 
checkup,” she said. 

Guerin agreed with his 
client’s view of a family ther¬ 
apist as a continuing consul¬ 
tant, familiar with a family. 


He said he wants the centre to 
educate the community and 
“teach how families work, so 
emotional difficulties can be 
. prevented." 

★ ★ * 

As a move in this direction, 
Elizabeth Carter, director of 
education at the centre, said 
she would like to set up com¬ 
munity classes covering such 
areas as marriage and child 
care. 

The staff would lecture to 
interested persons in the com¬ 
munity. Mrs. Carter said the 
lectures would be a form of 
“preventive therapy,” to help 
families' recognize developing 
problems and fJvoid them. 

★ ★ ★ 

She supervises the cenlre’s 
Jour-year program of classes 
in family therapy technique. 
About 97 professionals, most 
of whom are involved in fami¬ 
ly counselling, are enrolled. 

Videotaped clinical sessions 
with families are used as a 
teaching and supervisory tool. 
At. the conclusion of each 
course, students’ perform¬ 
ances in clinical sessions are 
evaluated. 

Guerin said family therapy 
offers the best opportunity for 
people to improve the quality 
of their lives.”

Now, four Vionths after 
launching a revolution in one 
of Ihe mostdemanding food 
markets in the world, it has a 
breakfast best-seller. 

Thte success began when the 
comapny, Gervais-Danone. 
signed an agreement with a 
Dallas-based firm specializing 
in the home-made pastries 
market. 

The Texans agrcbij to build 
a factory in the economically 
depressed town of Lievin in 
Northern France, known for 
its rugged mining community. 

The products were launched 
with a $700,0000 publicity cam¬ 
paign last October. 

Television advertising show-' 
ed a family sitting snugly in 
a giant bed enjoying a Sunday 
breakfast of croissants cooked 
at home. 

The idea of tha crumbly 


‘crescent shapes being homb- 
made caught on rapidly. Ten 
million were sold in fouf 
months and the comjjany 
found itself short of dough. 

To meet the rising demand, 
it decided to ship and air¬ 
freight emergency supplies of 
dough from the United States 
’to bridge a temporary market 
gap. 

A spokesman for the firm, 
bewildered by the novelty’s 
success said. "We have dou¬ 
bled our targets." 

The traditional suppliers of 
the Frenchman’s daily bread 
do not seem concerned by the 
20th-century package in¬ 
vasion. 

One Paris baker, her 
shelves crammed with crusty 
French loaves, said: "There’s 
nothing to equal the real 
thing. I am sure they are just 
a psssing phase."

Now the owner of an aujn 
repair shop, lie uses the ma¬ 
chinery at his business to turn 
out miniature stacks of 
dishes, tiny doorknobs and 
other small items in his apare 
time. 1 

The Warbers’/rnmiaturcs 
are complete to the last de¬ 
tail, A checkerboard (pains- 
tafcuagly painted by Warber i 
propped on a barrel in the 
general store. 

A floral design on the doll 
china in the toy shop (Mrs. 
Warber’s addition). A worn 
spot in front of the door to the 
log cabin. 

In the general store, log 
cabin, toy shop and dollhouse, 
everything has been made by 
the Warbers except the light 
bulbs in the electric fixtures. 

Thby use wood, cloth, alu¬ 
minum or a modelling clay 
compound that is hardened by 
baking in the oven. 

The log cabin started to be 
a replica of Abraham Lin¬ 
coln’s cabin. But they wanted 
to put more objects of the era 
into the room than a family of 
Lincoln's modest means could 
have had. 

Yet, in many w-ays Ihe 
building is historically accu¬ 
rate. For instance, the slat* of 
the roof are tied on with logs, 
typical of the method of con¬ 
struction at that time. The 
door has a string latch which 
works. 

"When a family wanted to 
lock the place for the night 
they iust pulled the string in¬ 
side." Warber explains. 

Although not historically ac¬ 
curate, die kerosene lanterns 
in the cabin' arc Mt by elec¬ 
tricity. The transformer is 
under a pile of logs outside 
the cabin. The logs are dowels 
which Warber sandblasted to 
give a rough appearance.

Brass rubbing proves 
to be tough attraction

Barbara Smucker, a chil¬ 
dren’s author, recently re¬ 
turned from- England with 
more than a dozen robbings 
three to six feet long which 
now decorate her walls. She 
began the hobby in Cam¬ 
bridge, Ont.

The earliest surviving brass 
in England is dated 1277. The 
art reached its peak in the 
14th centuiy but declined 
after 1470. Many brasses were 
mutilated or destroyed during 
the Reformation.

The language and content of 
the verbal assaults strongly 
recall the beginnings of the 
tumultuous Great 'Proletarian 
Cultural Revolution (1966-69) 
that violently disrupted politl- 
’cal, economic and cultural life 
throughout the nation. 

The two__ major factions 
within the Communist Party 
are clearly squaring off for a 
major confrontation before 
the death of the party’s 82- 
year-old chairman, Mao Tse- 
tung. __• 


The confrontation Is atill at 
the stage of talk, rather than 
direction action, however, and 
a major queslfcwi la whether 
acting Premier Hua *uo-feng, 
a presumed middle-of-the- 
roader, can prevent the vi¬ 
cious debates being trans¬ 
formed into open violence. 

The'determining factor un¬ 
doubtedly will be the attitude 
of the leaders of the Peoples 
Liberation Army, who, ul¬ 
timately, hold the balance of 
power in China. The army has 1 
so far been neutral — as it j 
was at. the beginning of the j 
Cultural Revolution. 


Within the past week, just 
alter Kua’s surprising ap¬ 
pointment. First Vice-Premier 
Teng Hsiao-ping, the late Pre¬ 
mier Chou’s heir apparent, 
has come urider constantly 
more strident pergonal attack. 

Even, more disquieting, the 
policies of Chou and his own 
.personal record have been vi¬ 
lified by the Peking Peoples 
Daily, the. organ of the Cen¬ 
tral Committee of the Com¬ 
munist Party. 

Chou and Teng stood for 
measured economic progress, 
de-emphasizing ideological 
dogma iq favor of pragmatic 
measures, a “conventional” 
foreign policy that sought nor- 
m«$ diplomatic and eronomic 
relations with most of the 
world, a strongly anti-Soviet 
stance and the quasa-alliance 
with the United States. 

All those policies are now in 
question. 


A significant cause Is the 
fact that the United States no 
longer seems to the Chinese 
the powerful force ^ in the 
world it did only a year ago. 

Teng virtually pleaded with 
both President FV>rd end Sec¬ 
retary of State (Henry Kis¬ 
singer on their recent visits to 
Peking to adopt a stronger 
stance against the Soviet 
Union. 

It now appeare that Teng in 
part, was fighting for his own 
]x>litical life. Chou’s successes 
in international politics were 
one of The main sources of his 
internal strength — and those 
successes were in good part 
based on the American con¬ 
nection. 

The forthcoming visit of 
f miner President Richard 
Nixon on Chairman Mao’s 
“personal Invitation” demon¬ 
strates that a powerful group 
within China wants to main¬ 
tain and strengthen the Amer¬ 
ican connection. Moreover, all 
Chinese factions still denounce 
the Soviet’Union.

MORONI, Comoro Island* 
( Reuter) — A type of fish 
thought to be a misting link in 
the chain of human evolution 
faces possible extinction from 
over-fishing — after surviving 
300 million years. 

Probably the oldest species 
of fish in existence, the hi¬ 
deously ugly coelacanth it in 


danger because of it« scientif¬ 
ic interest. 

Weighing up to 110 pounds, 
the coelacanth is large, scaly 
and black and has four large 
ffns, two of them resembling 
human arms, Which it rotates 
to swim. 


The main chance of surviv¬ 


al for this, link between tish 
and amphibian life rests on 
the backward fishing methods 
of the men hunting it for sci¬ 
entists’ bounties — a dozert' 
local fishermen operating 
from this archipelago in the 
Ihdian Ocean. 

Even though the Comoro fi¬ 


shermen have caught only $6 
of the fish since the first one 
was discovered ofi the South 
Alrican coast in 1338, some 
.scientists say this is sufficient 
To endanger the species. 

South African scientist Mar¬ 
garet Smith said, “ton much 
fishing of the coelacanth will 


result in its certain disappear¬ 
ance." 

It has only a lew young, 
which. take years to reach 
adult size, she said., 

The coelacanth*, whose 
eyes are luminous, are both¬ 
ered by sunlight dnd prefer 
the cold water and heavy 
pressure of^he mean bottom.

tinction. But South American 
goverments are working to 
save it. 

Survivors of the herds 
slaughtered by poachers for 
/heir tine soft wool have taken 
refuge in the Andes foothills 
of Aigentia. Chile and Peru,

above sea level. 

"There are probably less 
than 6,000 in Argentina 
now.v said Juan Carlos 
Godoy, head of the Argen¬ 
tine government’s natural 
fauna department. 


The vicuna, smallest of the 
four mammals in the llama fa¬ 
mily, has l>een a victim of 
man’s greed since the Inca 
empire was smashed by the 
S|>aniRh Conquistadores five 
centuries ago. 

The first sign of govern¬ 
ment alarm came in 1369. 
when Bolivia and Peru agreed 
to prohibit the hunting of vi¬ 
cuna for a 10-year period and 
banned all trade in their wool 
and hide. 

Argentina and Chile joined 
the agreement in 1371. The 
Argentine congress now is 
considering a bill to substitute 
prison sentences for fines cur¬ 
rently levied on merchants 
trading in vicuna shawls and 
other garments. 


"The extinction of the vi¬ 
cuna has been a pathetic 
process,” said Godoy. 

"They' numbered millions 
under the Incas, who domes¬ 
ticated llamas and alpacas 
but for some religious reason 
left vicunas and guanacos to 
wander unmolested. 

“They' were regarded as 
! personal property of the Inca 
| ( kings! and garments made of 
vicuna ? wool were very 
scarce," he said. "They w^re 
awarded as trophies to out¬ 
standing warriors. 


. "But the arrivEil of the 
Spaniards, greedy for wool as 
well as gold and just about 
anything else they could lay 
their hands on, meant the 
harmless creatures were 
almost exterminated. Really, 
it’s a miracle that any sur- 
rived at all,” Godoy said. 

To help the descendants of 
the ones who died. Argentina 
has created its first vicunl 
reservation over two million - 
acres in the Andean province 
of San Juan. 

The San Guillermo Na¬ 
tional Park is guarded by 
rangers armed" with rifles 
with orders to shoot at poach¬ 
ers if necessary. 

Inside the reservation, sci¬ 
entists of the fauna depart¬ 
ment are carry ing out biologi¬ 
cal and ecological studies 
aimed at improving and mul¬ 
tiplying the breed. 


A "protect the Vicuna” cam¬ 
paign has been launched by 
the government in 1.500 pri¬ 
mary schools of the five 
northern provinces — Jujuy. 
Salta, 'Catamarca. San Juan 
and La Rioja — where vicuna 
have been spotted. 

The government wants 
prevent the fate which befell 
several other species of ani¬ 
mals once common in Argen¬ 
tina — and similar work with 
respect to deer and other ani¬ 
mals is under w'ay in other 
game reserves in the south of 
the country. ,

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Co-op cable TV group ‘naive, uninformed’

In the first public statement 
by Victoria Cablevision on its 
rival’s plans for the Greater 
Victoria cable-TV licence, 
president Stuart Wallace said 
Tuesday leaders of the Capi¬ 
tal Cable Cb-op citizens’ group 
seem “naive . . . uninformed 
or inexperienced.” 

Wallace, head of the Victo¬ 
ria firm's parent Premier 
Cablevision, attacked report¬ 
ed statements by Co-op lead¬ 
ers'while staying away from 
the court issue which has 


meant a lengthy delay in a 
Canadian Radio-Television 
Commission on this area’s 
cable future. His. main points: 

• The co-op has pledged 
much more money for com¬ 
munity programming and 
“thus, a large expense must 
be paid by each subscriber 
for a form of programming 
not generally enjoyed * or 
wanted by a large segment of 
the viewers in Victoria.” 

• Co-op vice-president 
Peter Pollen had said a fair 
market value for Victoria 
Cablevision assets might be 
$4.5 to $5 million but, “after 


employing a number of nor¬ 
mal methods in evaluation, 
the .fair market value exceeds . 
c o n s Pd e r a b 1 y the figure 
suggested by Mr. Pollen.” 

• The co-op told the CRTC 
it would wise $6:2 million by 
selling 100 $1 shares to each 
subscriber but “this premise 
is fcwtpng.” There are only 
about 40,000 single-dwelling 
outlets and the- rest are ten¬ 
ants of apartment blocks 
whose owners pay approved 
lower bulk rates. 

• The co-op, as suggested 
a $5.50 monthly rate r* r_ 
subscriber compared with the 


present $4.50 and the $6 
sought- by the cable firm, but 
interest could make the co-op 
figure $6.50 and the Campbell 
River cable- ‘ co-op has re¬ 
ceived or sought four ratt* in¬ 
creases since 1970. 

Wallace said of statements 
by Pollen and co-op president 
John Young, as reported in 
the Colonist, that “I can only 
lielieve they were made lie- 
cause those particular officers 
were- either uninformed or in¬ 
experienced in the o[>erations 
of a cable TV system.”

Wallace said the non-profit 
glial would mean the co-op 


“would not he motivated to 
develop efficient and cost-el- 
fective operation*,-Jbut) the 
co-op would be motivated to 
readily spend all its funds 
until a zero profit position is 
realized.” 

He said the systems serving 
about three million Canadian 
cable subscribers pay federal, 
provincial and municipal 
taxes but, “if the co-op does 
not pay income taxes, the 
shortfall of tax dollars will be 
made up by all Canadians.” 

Wallace said the Campbell 
River co-op’s recent rate in¬ 
creases were “in stark con¬ 
trast” to the fact the basic 
Victoria Cablevision rate had 
not changed since it was set 
in 1962. 

He said a co-op system at 
the same time as converters 
were needed if viewers want¬ 
ed to see the new mid-band 
area would cost each viewer 
at least $100 to join the co-ofi, 
$75 to $100 for the converter 
and $5.50 a month or more in 
standard rates. 

“What benefits will the sub¬ 


scribers receive from the co¬ 
op that they are not receiving 
from Victoria Cablevision?”

“I shall never, never build 
an adobe hou$e again,” one 
Guatemalan Indian declared 
in a village qutside tips capi¬ 
tal as he dug into the rubble 
that once had bfeen his home. 

Adobe brick is made of 
claylike^soil, sometimes rein¬ 


forced with straw, and baked 
by the sun. It is cheap and 
Guatemalan officials say it 
has good insulation qualities. 
•Some of these one-storey 
ackjbe houses have remained 
intact lor centuries. 

Bui the violent tearthquake 
of Feb. 4 within seconds tu r m- 
ed thousands of these adobe 
huts into dust. As the earth 
shook, the mud - and J straw 
**bricks feir outward. 

The roofs of tile and corn 
stalks, timber - and tin fell 
swiftly and heavily on the oc- 
cuj>ants below, crushing and 
killing them. 

The strangest sight was to 
see whole villages with the 
roofs of the village huts neat¬ 
ly pancaked on the rubble. 
Structures that withstood the 


unprecedented quake were 
those of timber and poured 
concrete and. in some places, 
"Those of common clay brick; 
But elsewhere even modern 
churches built of clay brick 
collapsed. ' /• 

The bitter irony for many 
highly-skilled Guatemalans 
who built their homes of con¬ 
crete is that some of their 
neighbors used adobe brick. 
As the walls of these adobe 
houses fell outward, they 
crashed into iheir neighbors’ 
homes and caused death and 
destruction even among the 
concrete structures. 

Francisco Billeb, head of 
Guatemala’s' forestry insti¬ 
tute, immediately devised a 
, simple, two-room timber 
cabin which, he concluded, 


would remain secure .in the 
event of further quakes. ~ 

“Those who have suffered 
from the earthquake ^urgently 
need shelter," he satd as he 
led a reporter and Canadian 
charge d’affaires Clive Car- 
ruthers to a meeting in the 
National Palace with a high 
government official. 

“If Canada would send us 
the pre-cut lumber or prefab¬ 
ricated panels, wte can ar¬ 
range. to have the cabins 
completed in Guatemala,” he 
said. 

Juan Rohroman, vice- 
minister of agriculture, 
agreed. And Carruthers in¬ 
timated that as the Canadian* 
government looked at its long- 
range aid program for Gua¬ 


temala, assistance for Gua¬ 
temalan housing would be 
high on the list. 

But Canadian officials later 
suggested_that hauling Cana¬ 
dian lumbir to Guatemala 
would be expensive. There 
might be cheaper ways of 
building the badly nedcd 
shelter, including the use of 
pourejl concrete or even 
adobe, this time reinforced 
with asphalt. 

Billeb is convinced, howev¬ 
er, that only timber provides 
the fastest and most secure 
solution. More than one mil- 
liOfi Guatemalans are without 
homes as a result of the 
quake. He fears that once the 
rainy season stars in May, 
the toll in sickness and death 
will surely increase.

BARCELONA (AP) - 
Two-thirds of the Mediterra¬ 
nean coastal states approved 
the first-ever treaty this wctek 
fur the control of pollution in 
the contaminated sea. 

Yugoslavia and Tunisia 
agreed in principle, but sa-id 
ihey were unable to sign the 
final convention and the two 
protocols regulating dumping 
by ships and planes in the 
Mediterranean because of 
constitutional complications. 

Syria left before the end of 
the 12-day conference of the 
United Nations Environment 
Program, and Libya did not 
sign. Albania and Algeria 
boycotted the meeting. 

The treaty lacks enforce¬ 
ment powers and puts much 
<rf the burden for financing 
the control program on UNEP 
. and the participating govern¬ 
ments. The 12 countries sign¬ 
ing the treaty, however, 
hailed the agreement as a 
step forward in international 
co-operation. 

Signing the treaty wert 
Cyprus, Egypt, France, 
Greece, Israel, Italy. Leban¬ 
on. Malta, Morocco, Monaco, 
Spain and Turkey. 

The convention requires sig¬ 
natories to “take all appropri¬ 
ate measaites," but says liabil¬ 
ity for violating the protocols 
must still be studied. 

Noting that approval of the 
agreement involved co-opera¬ 
tion between Israel and Arab 
states.. Egyptian delegate 
flamed Sultan said: "There is 
no eastern or western side of 
the Mediterranean. It should 
he a sea of love.".

LONDON (Reuter) — A pile 
of 120 yellowy-brown - fire¬ 
bricks has placed London’s 
respected Tate Gallery in the 
middle of an angry row over 
what constitutes modern art. 

The bricks, neatly arranged 
in a rectangle by United 
States sculptor Carl Andre, 
have been bought by the Tate 
for an undisclosed sum. 

The Tate, which receives 
about $1 million each year 
from government funds to 
purchase modem art works, 
disclosed the acquisition of 
the. “low sculpture" in a new¬ 
ly-issued report. 

“What a load of rubbish," 
said the Daily Mirror in a 
front-page headline Monday, 
mother newspapers also be¬ 
moaned the purchase, while 
Arts Minister Hugh Jenkins 
immediately began an inves¬ 
tigation. 

Tate, officials were unper¬ 
turbed. Director Sir -Norman 
Reid said he w : as delighted by 
the publicity. 

“Half of the Tate’s job Is to 
form a national collection of 
modern art,” he said. "If you 


play if safe, .very little comes 
into the collection untU It Is 40 
or 50 years old." 

Museum spokesmen refused 
to discuss the artistic merit of 
the bricks, or how much they 
had cost. 

Originally exhibited in the 
U.S. in 1969, the construction 
then had a $12,000 price tag. 

The Tate became interested 
in 1972, only to find that sculp¬ 
tor Andre had sold the bricks 
back to a brick yard. But he 
went in search of more and in 
due course the museum had 
its exhibit. 

London art experts were di¬ 
vided on the purchase. 

“It’s absolutely hideous.” 
said one. But another was 
quick .to defend the Tate. 

Most European galleries 
have a work by Andre. H* 1* 
a most important artist,’ the 
expert said. 

Visitors to the Tate will not 
be able to view the bricks for 
soml time. They now are in a 
store room, awaiting comple¬ 
tion of a new extension to the 
museum in which they w ill be 
housed.

Garden notes

We got started in my last 
column on a ramble through 
the seed catalogues, picking 
out a few vegetable varieties 
which seem suitable for our 
climate and soil. 

As I pointed out earlier, my 
selection of varieties isn’t nec¬ 
essarily the best kinds, for 
life is too short and garden 
space too limited to try them 
all. 

But at least the varieties I 
mention have done well in my 
own garden and,what is prob¬ 
ably more important, their, 
flavor has been good. , 

k k k 

In green beans, we switched 
from Topcrop to one called 
Executive last year, even 
though it is almost a week 
later in coming into bearing. 

The flavor is definitely bet¬ 
ter — ntore buttery — and the 
dwarf vines are sturdier, 
more upright, and don’t seem 
so prone to mildew, rust and 
all the other ills which beset 
beans. 

We get our first picking 
about 48 days after sowing, 
and the crapping period can 
be stretched considerably if 


you pick conscientiously, 
making sure no pods are ever 
left on the vine long enough to 
ripen their seeds. 

★ ★ ★ 

This is very important with 
all beans, for the vines will 
pack up and quit if they suc¬ 
ceed in fulfilling their mission 
in life — producing ripe seed. 

We switched varieties in our 
yellow wax beans, too. For 
years we grew nothing but' 
Pencil Pod Black Wax, but a 
.trial convinced us that King- 
horn Wax is superior to the 
older variety. 

You get more beans per 
bush, for one thing, and they . 
are held up off the ground in 
a manner that makes' them 
easier to pick. 

The stringlesa pods are 
more tender, and they keep 
their flavor better after freez¬ 
ing. 

Finger-size beans are ready 
in 45 days, full-site ones in 
about 53 days after sawing. 

k k k 

If you like a really big cab¬ 
bage to impress the neigh¬ 
bors, I suggest one called 
Jumbo, "which.; makes very 

-r 


tight heads weighing up to 16 
lbs. each and maturing in 80 
days. 

We don’t grow Jumbo our¬ 
selves, but my neighbor Ernie 
takes great pride in his, and I 
must say, from heads he has 
given us, that its big, tender 
leaves are ideal for cabbage 
rolls and the interior makes 
delicious coleslaw. 

k k k 

In our family, we prefer a 
small cabbage we can eat up 
easily in one meal,. with no 
wasteful leftovers. 

For some years now we 
have been growing an early 
variety, Early Jersey Wake¬ 
field, a small, cone-shaped 
cabliage Of excellent flavor, 
maturing in only 65 years 
from planting out. . 

It isn’t as solid and tight 
its big brothers, and it is 
green all the way through 
rather than blanched in the 
middle, which speaks well for 
its vitamin and mineral con¬ 
tent. 

The leaves of this little fel¬ 
low are not big enough for 
making holupshi, so when we 
fix ourselves a batch of these 
delicious cabbage rolls, we 


scrounge some of the enor¬ 
mous leaves from Ernie’s 
Jumbo plants. 

* ★ k k- • ' 

We expect to be trying a 
new hybrid cabbage called 
Tastle this year, as 1 have 
been receiving enthusiastic 
reports from colleagues in 
Europe and the U.S. on dhis 
variety. 

it is a Jittle larger than 
Early Jersey Wakefield, be¬ 
tween five and six inches in 
diameter, well and tightly 
wrapped and blue-green in 
color and especially recom¬ 
mended for coleslaw and 
sauerkraut.

I should point out that all 
these cabbage varieties men¬ 
tioned. are primarily for late 
summer and autumn eating; 
they are not good storing 
kinds. 

If you have a root cellar or 
other good facilities for stor¬ 
ing vegetables, I doubt if you- 
could do better than the old 
Danish Ba^lhead, which keeps 
in remarkably good condition 
for months on end if stored at 
just slightly above freezing 
temperature.

WASHINGTON — Probably 
the biggest business in Wash¬ 
ington is the manufacturing of. 
secrets. In the past 20 years 
the demand for secrets has 
increased tenfold and, be¬ 
cause the government cannot . 
keep up with it, all federal 
agencies are now subcon¬ 
tracting their orders far se¬ 
crets to private industry. 

I visited one of these secret 
manufacturing factories the 
other day. It is called Hush 
Hush Ltd., and is locafed in a 
suburb outside Washington, 
D.C. 

Arnold Zankel, one of the 
founders of the company, was 
my escort. 

“We’re going 24 hours a 
day,” he said proudly. “Ev¬ 
eryone in the government is 
desperate for secrets and they 
all need them immediately.” 

“I thought the CIA hearings 
and the disclosures about the 
FBI and the Watergate scan¬ 
dal would have hurt your 
business.’"- 

Au contraire,” said Zan¬ 
kel. “As soon as a secret is 
revealed to the public, the 
agency involved orders a new 
one to replace it. The demand 
for full disclosure of what the 
government is up to has made 
every government department 


search for more sophisticated 
secrets that can’t be discov¬ 
ered.” 

Zankel took me into a large 
room which was completely 
automated. There were ma¬ 
chines typing up documents 
and other machines stamping 
them “Confidential.” 

“This is our bread and but¬ 
ter business,” he explained. 
“We supply 80 per cent of all 
the confidential papers used 
by the federal government.” 

"How do they order them?” 

"By the ton. We might get a 
call from a government de¬ 
partment and they’ll say we 
need three tons of confidential 
papers for the week.” 

"Don’t they specify what 
kind they want?” 

“No, confidential papers do 
not have a high rating in the 
government, but it does make 
the department look good to 
ltbve them in their files. So 
nobody really cares what’s on 
them. 

“We just program our elec¬ 
tric typewriters to type up 
anything that looks official, 
then we stamp them “Con¬ 
fidential,’ bale them in 
hundred pound packages, 
send them over-by truck and 
throw them on the steps of the 
agency every morning.” 


We came to some shining 
doors. “This is something that 
might interest you,” Zankel 
said. The large airy room had 
three long tables at which 
were seated men and women 
in white smocks. They were 
working on binding volumes 
of mimeographed papers. 

“What are they doing?” 

‘‘They’re binding secrets to 
be subpoenaed. These are se¬ 
crets that can be given to con¬ 
gressional committees.” 

I looked perplexed. 

Zankel • explained, 
“Congress is demanding more 
and more secrets from the ex¬ 
ecutive branch of the govern¬ 
ment. So we are manufac¬ 
turing secrets especially tai¬ 
lored to satisfy congressional 
subpoenas. 

“For example, these chips 
"have been ordered by the 
Federal Reserve Board and 
have to do with the private af¬ 
fairs of banks. When Congress 
demands to see the secret 
papers in the files, the Feder¬ 
al Reserve Bank F will send 
these over. 

"Obviously, they’re so com¬ 
plicated that no one can un¬ 
derstand them. But since they 
have a lot of bulk to them the 
committees are usually sa¬ 
tisfied.

Shop *Easy foods 
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White River signs off as cold capital 


WHITE RIVER, Ont. (CP) 
-This narttiem Ontario 90m- 
_ jnunity is giving up its titlfe as 
cold capital of Canada. < 

At midnight Sunday night, 
White River, rougnly halfway 
between Sault Ste. Marie and 
Thunder Bay, ended its 90- 
>ear tradition of giving solace 


to other Canadians by report¬ 
ing low temepraitures. 

Fran Kramer, 23, sent the 
last report Sunday to Environ¬ 
ment Canada: -17.8 degrees 
farenheit, winds • from the 
north at 11 knots, cloudy skies 
and a ceiling of 900 feet. It 
contrasted dramatically with 
White River's most famous 
recorded temperature of -72 
fahrenheit Jan. 23, 1936. 


White River Air Services 
Ltd. ended the reports after 
the government refused to in¬ 
crease the annual $35,000 allo¬ 
cation for the weather sta¬ 
tion’s round-the-clock Employ¬ 
ment of four recorders. 

But Ron Miller, Environ¬ 
ment Canada’s regional su¬ 
perintendent of observational 
services, said the reports 


were vital to pilots, in the 
area. 

The station is “awfully im¬ 
portant for things like small 
aircraft flying in the area,” 
he said. ' 

“We’re going to have to get 
another statical, lx»t right now 
we don’t know where it will 
be.” 

One of White River’s hardy 
residents who re m e m bers the 


-72 day‘in 1935 says he and his 
family had to go to bed with 
all of their clothes‘on to sur¬ 
vive the cold. « 

“I went.to chop some kin¬ 
dling, but didn’t get more 
than 10 fdfc*t out. the door," 
s said Raul Marchand, 63. “It 
was like someone shoved an 
ice-coid dagger down my 
throat.” 

And Mary Houston, who 


was a teen-ager at the time, 
recalled “it was so cold that 
day that you couldn’t see 10 
feet in front of you because of 
the ice fog.” 

“The smoke went straight 
up and the frost was crocking 
through the trees in the bush. 
It sounded just like rifle 
shots.” 

Residents claim ttyat 
winters no longer seem as 


cold as they used to, but say 
today’s warmer clothes such 
as snowmobile suits may be 
the reason. 

One resident who hasn’t 
adapted to the cold is. restau¬ 
rant operator Tom Katsenos, 
22, who came to Canada from 
Greece four years ago. He 
said he kept his contact with 
the c*>ld at the minimum. 

“I’m outside just - long 


enough to get into the car at 
lx>me and out of it into the 
restaurant,” he said. 

The loss'of the weather sta¬ 
tion dould jeopardize White 
River’s tourist industry. For 
years, ljcal stores have fea¬ 
tured the cold capital slogail 
on T-shirts, pennants and trin- 
ket$, eagerly bought by visi¬ 
tors who have come to see 
how the natives survive.

CRTC takes pasting

OTTAWA (CP) - The Ca¬ 
nadian Radio-Television Com¬ 
mission was given a bitter 
tongue - lashing Monday by 
Liberal rebel Simma Holt 
and Progressive Conservative 
MPs as an attack continued 
on a government bill that 
w'ould halt tax advantages to 
advertisers in foreign-owned 
media. 

Mrs. Holt, MP for Van- 
couver-Kingsway ami one' of 
the most forceful critics of the 
bill, said the CRTC’s cable 
television policy was totally 
immoral. 

The CRTC Is a federal 
agency whdeh. sets rules in 4 
broadcasting and grants li¬ 
cences to broadcasters. 

To applause from the Con¬ 
servatives. she said the policy 
of allowing the deletion of 
U.S. commercials from pro¬ 
grams beamed to Canada was 
akin to CRTC “selling stolen 
goods.” 

Mrs. Holt also drew opposi¬ 
tion cheers when she attacked 
what she termed the narrow 
parochialism of the Toron¬ 
to based media. The national¬ 
ism they promoted held little 
of interest to “the West, she 
said. 

Her comments came as the 
MPs debated Conservative 
amendments that would allow 
U.S.-based KVOS-TV from 
Bellingham exemption from 
the bill. The station broadcasts 
to the Vancouver and Victoria 
aiteas. 

The CRTC had terribly 
great power, she said. “I 
never expected Parliament 
would give such power to the 
CRTC.” 

KVOS employed more Ca¬ 
nadian writers, actors, artists 
and musicians than any Cana¬ 
dian facilities outside of CBC 
in Toronto, she said. 

Mrs. Holt complained that, 
when the station wanted to set 
up a production facility in 
Canada, the CRTC turned 
it down. “Is the CRTC the 
government of Canada?” 

She said it was time those 
in fhe government setting up 
federal agencies learned 
about the West. Western Can¬ 
ada was- being bypassed by 
the Tort nio-Montreal cultural 
clique, she said. 

Mrs. Holt said the cultural 
diet of westerners was forced 
on them by eastern interests. 
This was because of the "cyn¬ 
ical, parochial and narrow na¬ 
tionalism of the TV>ronfo 
media,” the former Van¬ 
couver Sun reporter said. 

Communications Minister 
Jeanne Sauve said the debate 
should not have been a forum 
for views on western alien¬ 
ation. 

“lam sure I know something 
about the West. . . . The West 
is not indifferent to the neces¬ 
sity to create jobs in Canada, 
to protect the Canadian televi¬ 
sion industry,” she said. 

“We must protect the,, in- 
‘ dustry from loss of revenue. 

'Earlier, Mrs. Holt was 
aided in her attack on the 
CRTC by James McGrath 
(PC—St. John’s East), who 
said the deletion of u U.S. com¬ 
mercials was a “cheap buc¬ 
caneering tactic.” 

It was unfair and would de¬ 
velop into a major sore point 
with the U.S., he said. 

This was after the CRTC 
had undermined the financial 
- stability of Canadian televi¬ 
sion stations by encouraging 
the entry of U.S. program¬ 
ming through its cable televi¬ 
sion policy, he said. 

But he said KVOS had 
obeyed Canadian rules, even 


though Jt has a U.S. licence, 
and should be given a special 
exemption. 

Liberal backbencher Nor¬ 
man Cafik (Ontario), said 
KVOS had 150 full and part- 
time Canadian employees, the 
majority in technical and pro¬ 
fessional categories. There 
was no parallel between 
KVOS and U.S. stations in 
•Bvrffalo, N.Y., which he said 
did not contribute to the 
country as did the Bellingham 
station. 

The Canadian operations of 
KVOS brought money into 
Canada ra(jfo?n than taking it 
out, he added. 

' Cyril Symes—. (NDP—Ste. 
Marie), a supporter of the 
bill, said the U.S. counterpart 
to the CRTC ’ deletes entire 
programs to guarantee mar¬ 
kets in the U.S. 


He also complained that 
most of the revenue of KVOS 
came from the Vancouver 
area but there was no re¬ 
quirement on the station to 
obey Canadian content rules. 

The government bill also re¬ 
quires that magazines be at 
least 75 per. cent Canadian 
owned to quaiify as a Canadi¬ 
an publication for tax pur¬ 
poses. 

It alsfo ihust be substantially 
different than its foreign edi¬ 
tions. The government has in¬ 
terpreted this to mean that at 
least 80 per cent of the copy 
be Canadian. 

However the government 
has made a special arrange¬ 
ment with Reader’s Digest to 
exclude it from the rule. Copy 
condensed or edited in Cana¬ 
da will be presumed to be Ca¬ 
nadian.

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Drapeau defends 
Olympics record 


MONTREAL (CP) — Mayor 
Jean Drapeau * blames 
the soaring costs of the 1976 
Summer Olympic Games on a 
general inflation of costs in 
materials, equipment and 
labor which has afflicted the 
Entire construction industry, 
not just the Olympics. 

During a seven-hour interview 
last week with editors of the 
daily Montreal-Matin, wh*ch 
published a lengthy account 
Monday, Mayor Drapeau said 
the increased costs for the 
main Olympic stadium could 
not-as has been sometimes 
alleged—be blamed on the ad¬ 
vanced technology used in the 
stadium design. 

Over-all Olympic costs now 
are estimated at more than $1 
billion compared with an orig¬ 
inal prediction of $320 million. 

Mayor Drapeau also said 
that any demonstration 
against the 1 Queen, who has 
been invited to open the 
Games, would discredit Mon¬ 
treal. 

He declined comment on the 
controvefsy here over the in¬ 
vitation to the Queen, but in¬ 
dicated he would be extreme¬ 
ly disappointed if she were ill- 
received. 

“A billion people will be 
watching this (inauguration) 
on television and, probably an¬ 
other billion will be listening 
to radios and the next day, in 
newspapers all over, people 
will read the headline, ‘The 
Queen is Booed,’ instead of 
reading that the Games 
opened. 

“I believe the Queen is In 
no danger at^all here, but 
should this happen to the 
Queen or any head of state, I 
will be-punished. I will suffer 
as mayor of Montreal.” 

On the cost increases of the 
Games, the mayor said no 
blame should be placed on 
Roger Taillibert, the French 
architect -who designed the 
main stadium. 

He contended that another 
stadium involving simpler 
technology could not have 
been built to handle the same 
capacity and offer the same 
possibilities without facing the 
same cost increases. 

Although poor organization 
on the construction sites had 
resulted in strikes and slow¬ 
downs, Mayor Drapeau said: 


Cubans approve 
new constitution 


MIAMI, Fla. (AP) - 
Almost 98 per cent of 5.6 mil¬ 
lion persons voting in the first 
national election in Cuba in 17 
years of Communist rule gave 
approval to a new constitu¬ 
tion. Havana radio said. 

Nearly-compiete returns 
from throughout the island 
showed that 5,602,337 males 
and females over the age of 
J.6 voted Sunday, with 
5,472.877 voting “Yes,” said 
the broadcast monitored here. 

The balloting, publicized as 
the first “general democratic 
election” since Fidel Castro 
took power in 1950, was to en¬ 


dorse the 10,000-word docu¬ 
ment drawn up by the Com¬ 
munist party. The constitution 
will go into effect Feb?24. 

“It is an indispensable step 
whhJh the revolution had to 
take since we could not con¬ 
tinue on a provisional revolu¬ 
tionary basis,” Said Castro 
after casting his vote Sunday. 

The document further im¬ 
plements the Castro regime's 
Socialist goals, the country’s 
ties to the Soviet Union and 
its condemnation of im¬ 
perialism—the word Cuban 
Communists frequently use to 
describe United States foreign 
policy. 


“It would be Ihe worst of in¬ 
justices to hold the unions and 
workers responsible for the 
higher costs.” 

The mayor hit at bonuses 
given by the Olympic Village 
contractors, Terrasses Zarole- 
go Ltd. — bonuses design¬ 
ed. to achieve earlier-than- 
scheduled completion of the 
athletes’ living quarters— 
which he said had -lured 
workers from the main Olym¬ 
pic construction site in search 
of higher pay. 

The mayor said he would 
not object to an official inqui¬ 
ry into administrative prac¬ 
tices connected with the 
Games, but only after the 
Olympics are over.

Overseas service listened to avidly in live continents 


churns out 
books in braille 


Credibility strength of BBC’s voice 


EDMONTON 4CP) — Big 
Brother fits on to ft University 
of Alberta computer, enabling 
it to turn ordinary literature 
into braille transcript at more 
than 300 lines a minute. This 
might mean a big change for 
blincl people in Canada; 

The device "is the only an¬ 
swer to production of braille 
in Canada," a consultant for 
the visually-impaired with ihe 
ieducation department said. 

Don Murray, with the Cana¬ 
dian National Institute of the 
Blind’s Edmonton office, said 
braille now is transcribed 
from original texts by volun¬ 
teers. The computer braille 
output, he said, will increase 
efficiency of braille produc¬ 
tion.

Marg Hetch, an education 
department consultant, said a 
computer that can produce 
braille at the rate of Big 
Brother, which already has 
printed its first five copies of 
a book, would help shorten

John Stasiuk, sentbr sys¬ 
tems analyst for the universi¬ 
ty, said he and his colleague* 
tried various methods to get 
the computer to produce 
braille, but none worked satis¬ 
factorily. 

When they heard of a Unit¬ 
ed States school board which 
had ordered a computer com¬ 
ponent that did the work auto¬ 
matically, as long as the ma¬ 
terial was fed into the com¬ 
puter in machine-readable 
language, they obtained a 
$5,400 grant to buy the device. 

Stasiuk said computer ser¬ 
vices donated time and man¬ 
power to program the ma¬ 
chine, while paper suppliers 
developed a special stock to 
print on.

The process is expensive, 
Stasiuk said, with the first 
copy printed to cost about $1 
a page, although unit cost will 
dmp with increased volume. 

Miss Hatch said manually- 
transcribed books also were 
expensive, while the com¬ 
puter-printed books had the 
advantage of rapid produc¬ 
tion. Computer tapes can hp 
filed, she said, and prints 
made at low- cost. 

The operation would be¬ 
come more economical, she

I.0NDON (UPI) — The 
story goes that I^onid Brezh¬ 
nev. general secretary of the 
Soviet Communist Party, is 
approached in the Kremlin by 
an aide who offers to get 
someone to sew a button on 
his t*nts. 

Asked by Brezhnev how he 
knew a button was missing, 
the aide replied, "I just-heard 
it on the BBC." 

This Moscow' underground 
Joke testifies to the worldwide 
reputation earned in 43 years 
of war and peace by the Brit¬ 
ish Broadcasting Corpora¬ 
tion's external service, the 
voice of the BBC overseas. 

The external service is 4he 
offspring of the BBC's televi¬ 
sion and radio network. Al¬ 
though it uses some of its 
parent’s material, it is fin¬ 
anced and run independently 
and produces the hulk of its 
own programing. 

From Bush House In Lon¬ 
don's Strand overlooking the 
Thame* river it broadcasts to 
the world 24 hours a day, of¬ 
fering news, comment, analy¬ 
sis. documentaries. English 
lessons and light entertain¬ 
ment in more than 40 lan¬ 
guages. 

In eastern Europe. Africa, 
the Middle East and the Far 
East, It is often the only trust¬ 
ed source of local and foreign 
news that governments have 
suppressed or slanted at 
home, says the BBC. 

In all It is on the air about 
700 hours a week, beaming to 
the five continent! through 76 
shortwave and medium 
(broadcast) wave transmit¬ 
ters located at home and 
overseas-. 

BBC officials say It ie vtr- 
tually impossible to gauge the 
size of . its worldwide audi¬ 
ence. But It includes, says 
spoke s m-a n Richard 
McCarthy, "dozens of African 
head's of state who tape-news 


and, other Broadcasts in their 
own’ languages." 

Recent surveys indicated a 
30 per cent listening figure- 
among adults for its Arabic 
language service in I^ebanon 
and up to 15 per cent in Por¬ 
tugal, among others. 

But a sirrer measure is the 
mailbag 10,000 letters a year 


of the BBC and its editor* 
alone, according to the ground 
rules. 

But this has not. prevented 
— in times of peacetime crisis 
—strongarm attempts by the 
government to make the ex¬ 
ternal service toe the official 
British line. The history of

from France, 78,1)00 from 
Japan, 1,000 in one crisis 
week from Bangladesh— ad¬ 
ding up to a regular 400.000 a 
year from all over the world. 

A half dozen other nations 
broadcast to the world in 
more languages for longer 
hours and through more pow¬ 
erful transmitters-like the 
Voice of America and Moscow’ 
and Peking radios. Cairo’s 
Voice of the Arabs is r*>t far 
behind. 

But the BBC claims one un¬ 
beatable ace in the competi¬ 
tion for credibility. Jts com¬ 
petitors are acknowledged 
propaganda organs of their 
governments. 

The BBC external service 
and its 3,500 employees say it 
is unique in that it exercises, 
though not without challenge, 
a sturdy editorial indepen¬ 
dence from the British gov¬ 
ernment. 

This is despite the fact that 
the British foreign oMfce is 
the sole source of the external 
service's annual operating 
revenue — currently $46 mil¬ 
lion but due for cuts in a gov¬ 
ernment economy drive. 

In return*fur the cash, the 
government has the right only 
to select the target area, the 
language and the duration of 
RBC transmission there. Pro¬ 
gram content is the decision 


traces of battles in which 
successive governments 
sought—and failed-to dictate 
a one-sided editorial policy. 

"Suez was a kind of water¬ 
shed,” said Gerard Mansell, 
54-year-old managing director 
of the external service and 
the man who now runs it day 
by day. 

In 1956 when Britain and 
France invaded Egypt, which 
had just nationalized the Suez 
Canal, British opinion split 
down the middle in one of the 
great i>olitical divisions of the 
century. 

The BBC,-said Mansell, saw 
its role to reflect this to the 
world oatside in order to 
maintain its reputation Am 
balance and objective report¬ 
ing. 

While on government ordera 
the BBC broadcast warnings 
of coming air raids to the 
Egyptian population - to mini¬ 
mize civilian casualties it 
also was telling the Egyptian* 
and the .world that 50 per cent 
of the British people violently 
disagreed with the military 
intervention. 

"The problem was to define 
the .national Interest. What is 
Ihe national interest?" asked 
Mansell. "Since this was a 
police action, not a wartime 
situation, we decided to report 


both side* of national opin¬ 
ion." 

The Conservative party 
prime minister, Anthony 
Eden, was infuriated and 
sought to put the external ser¬ 
vice under direct governmqnl 
control. 

But Eden quit office and 
when a five-month investiga¬ 
tion concluded the BBC had 
heen nothing but impartial in 
its reporting the matter was 
dropped — except that the ex¬ 
ternal service’s, budget was 
"substantially reduced" as a 
kind of punishment. 

In another, clash a decade 
later, Labor party foreign sec¬ 
retary George Brow™ invoked 
seldom-used government 
powers , — under the BBC's 
founding charter — to order a 
postponement of a broadcast 
to the Soviet Unioa yf Svet¬ 
lana Stalin's "open Tetter to 
Boris Pasternak" during a 
period of delicate Anglo- 
Soviet government negotia¬ 
tions. 

The BBC had no choice but 
to obey, but it made a point of 
telling its Soviet and East Eu¬ 
ropean listeners it was delay¬ 
ing the broadcast only on 
direct government orders. 

Last year, Bush House ig¬ 
nored foreign office pressure 
to censor programs beamed 
to East Africa of news reports 
that might anger Uganda 
'President Idl Amin. Amin at 
the time was threatening to 
execute a British writer who 
called him a "village tyrant." 

"Credibility In our view i* a 
major national asset and it 
depends on reporting the rea¬ 
lities," said Mansell. 

The pursuit of "balance" 
has gotten the BBC into hot 
water with foreign govern¬ 
ments too, says Mansell. 
Sometimes it is wrongfy mis¬ 
taken for the official voice of 
ltondop. At others it is like the 
' messenger who is blamed for 
the bad news he is bearing. 


Greece and Portuga l a re re¬ 
cent examples. Before tJie 
overthrow of the Greek mili¬ 
tary regime, listeners to the 
Greek-language service con* 
sidered the BBC "the voice of 
truth and freedom," says 
Mansell. 

But later, as In Portugal 
after the revolution there, 
"the BBC's subsequent re¬ 
porting of events in their own 
countries was less to their 
taste," he said. 

Greece followed up w'ith 
charges of pro-Turkish bias in 
the BBC’s reporting of the 
Turkish invasion of Cyprus in 
1974. Mansell's defence Is that 
ihe charges were "often 
based on no more than factual 
reporting of Turkish official 
staterhents side by side with 
those of Greek spokesmen." 

However, the BBC did sus¬ 
pend two Portuguese news- 


be suspected of hearing a 
grudge against the regimes in 
their homeland. 

But the BBC? boasts' that 
any susp'Fct ones are quickly 
weeded out. In recent years 
they also have uncovered. 
"two or three Soviet ‘plants’." 
and, say officials, they were 
disposed of "harmlessly and 
painlessly." 

In another case, they dis¬ 
covered a staffer in the Greek 
section was sending tran¬ 
scripts of Greek service 
broadcasts to the military 
junta in Athens. He too was 
dealt with, they said. 

Although in the Second 
World War. the external ser¬ 
vice was mobilized in the war 
effort — principally to broad¬ 
cast coded messages to resis¬ 
tance movements in occupied 
"Europe — it is proud that it

men for "lapses from objec¬ 
tivity" in the service beamed 
to Portugal. Supporters of 
Portuguese moderate socialist 
leader Dr. Manuel Soares ac¬ 
cused the BBC of putting out 
"communist propaganda." 

Bui at the same time, Man¬ 
sell said, they were getling 
contrary protest* from Por¬ 
tuguese radical leaders, in¬ 
cluding Brig. Otelo Saraiva de 
Carvalho and Information 
Minister Correia Jesuiono, 
claiming Portuguese news¬ 
casts showed a "right-wing 
bias." 

Inevitably, many of the ex¬ 
ternal service’s journalists 
are emigres from their owti 
countries, who could possibly 


never used "naked propagan¬ 
da." 

This was a deliberate deci¬ 
sion, officials say, in order to 
display Britain as an open, 
democratic society despite its 
desperate situation. 

Then, as now, th# only edi¬ 
torial opinions broadcast were 
not the BBC's own but were 
selections read from the daily 
and weekly press of Britain 
other nations. 

Today, Mansell sums up his 
role as not much different 
from that of his wartime pre¬ 
decessor. 

"My own function is to 
create a climate and a free¬ 
dom. I think we are a very 
open organization,” he said.

noon. 

“We were going to move 
next Wednesday, and then 
this happened,” Mrs, Shellen- 
berg said. 

“We’re just getting out of 
here. We’ll worry later where 
to go," her husband said. 

The family v is moving to 
Vancouver where Shellenberg 
has a job. 

The couple had buckets 


around the apartment catch¬ 
ing water as it dripped 
througfi light bulb sockets and 
crevices. Other apartments 
were 1 '* water-damaged to a 
lesser extent. Work crews 
lined the roofs with plastic. 


No one w>as hurt but cable- 
vision and some telephone 
lines were dow™. 

Waters’ car was moved

Canada , U.S. hang hack

prepared Tuesday to follow/' 
the lead of France and swiftly 
recognize the Soviet-backed 
Popular Movement (MPLA) 
as the legitimate government 
of Angola following its battle¬ 
field victories. 

The European common 
market’s expected action is 
likely to result in similar 
moves around the world, but 
the United States, which sup- 
jiorted rival factions in the 
civil war, is expected to delay

any decision on recognizing 
the.MPLA regime. 

In Ottawa External Affairs 
Minister Allan MacEachen 
said he hopes to make an an¬ 
nouncement in a day of so 
concerning possible Canadian 
recogfition of the MPLA re¬ 
gime. — 

The Cafiadian government 
only recognizes a regime 
when it feels it has effective 
control over the territory in¬ 
volved. 

In Washington. U.S. state 
department spokesman John 
Trattner, asked whether the 
U.S. will extend recognition, 
said: 

“I don’t think we are at that 
point. 

“I don’t think it has been 
established Who is in charge 
or who controls the situation 
on the ground in Angola.’’ , 

The MPLA’s People’s Re¬ 


public of Angola was recog¬ 
nized earlier by the Soviet 
bloc, the Organization of Afri¬ 
can Unity and 27 of its 46 Af¬ 
rican member countries. 
North Korea, Brazil and 
Cuba. Brazil, like the Soviet 


Union, recognized the MPLA 
last Nov. 11 when Angola 
gained independence from 
Portugal. 

France, the first major 
Western power to accept the 
MPLA, said it did so ‘ in view 
of the fact that the Luanda 
government exercises its au¬ 
thority over most of the terri¬ 
tory." 


Hydro borrowing 
from B.C. funds 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
President Ford placed man¬ 
agement ' of foreign in¬ 
telligence under a new com¬ 
mittee headed by CIA Direc¬ 
tor • George Bush and said 
Tuesday night he is conduct¬ 
ing the first major reor¬ 
ganization of the. United 
States intelligence community 
in 29 years. 

In his opening statement for 
a televised news conference. 
Ford noted the congressional 
investigations of CIA during 
the last year and said: 

“The overriding task now is 
to rebuild the confidence and 
capability of our intelligence 
services so that we can live

Subsidized milk, 
butter exported 
at loss to Canada 


TORONTO (CP) - The 
Globe and Mail says the Ca¬ 
nadian Dairy Commission is 
exporting overseas at a loss 
Canadian^subsidized dried 
milk and butter to lie used for 
animal feed and industrial, 
products. 

The newspaper quotes c om¬ 
mission chairman Ellard 
Powers as saying that the 
CDC debt has .increased to 
$300 million from $100 million 
" in about a year to carry the 
cost of surplus disposal. 

It says powdered skim milk, 
which the CDC bought for 50 
to 54 cents a pound 18 months 
ego and for which it now pays 


64 cents, is sold for 14 to 20 
cents as animal feed in Japan 
and other countries. 

The newspaper says butter, 
for which the CDC paid $1.Q3 
a pound, is converted into but¬ 
ter • oil and exported*fir a 
third of the price. 

Canadian consumers pay 
about 60 cents a pound for the 
same skim milk powder and 
.51.12 a pound for the butter. 
-The Globe and Ma»I. says. 

It says farmers, through 
levies on the milk they sell, 
are bearing much of the 
debt’s repayment cost and 
lederal subsidies also help to 
offset the CDC loss.

Ford also said he is creat¬ 
ing a new independent super¬ 
visory board to be made up of 
private citizens to monitor the 
performance of the CIA. the 
Defence Intelligence Agency, 
the National Security Agency 
and other intelligence-gather¬ 
ing organizations. 

He appointed former am¬ 
bassador Robert Murphy as 
chairman of the board and 
named as members Stephen 
Ailes, secretary of the army 
during the administration of 
Lyndon Johnson, and Leo 
cjierne, a New York econo¬ 
mist and lawyer. 

The president also said he > 
will send Congress legislation' 
today that “would make it a 
crime for a government em¬ 
ployee who has access to cer¬ 
tain highly classified informa¬ 
tion to reveal that information 
improperly.” 

He did not elaborate on the 
specifics ot ffie bill. 

And Ford said he will sup¬ 
port legislation to prevent as- 
sassination attempts on 
foreign leaders and will meet 
with congressional leaders to 
seek legislation to provide 
’ “judicial safeguards” against 
electronic eavesdropping and 
mail openings.

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Judge gags Morgentaler 
as pre-trial condition 


MONTREAL (CP4 Que¬ 
bec Court of Appeal judge 
Laurent Belanger imposed 
bail conditions on Dr. Henry 
Morgentaler Tuesday, pre¬ 
venting him from speaking 
publicly about his pending re¬ 
trial on an illegal abortion 
charge. 

In his decision, Belanger 
forbade Morgentaler from 
speaking publicly either about 
the retrial or about Canadian 
abortfon laws. 

- In addition. Morgentaler 
was ordered not to perform 
abortions except in accredited 
hospitals as described in the 
Criminal Code and to promise 
before ’ a municipal court 
judge to • forfeit $500 if, bail 
c onditions are not met. 

Morgentaler will also have 


to- appear in superior court 
here March 1. when the date 
will be set for his retrial. 

Morgetaler was freed on un¬ 
conditional bail Jan. 26 by Su¬ 
perior Court after federal Jus¬ 
tice ^Minister Ron Basford or¬ 
dered a new trial for the doc¬ 
tor on the charge of perform¬ 
ing an illegal abortion. 

He was convicted last 
March-and sent to prison for 
eighteen months. Quebec 
Court of Appeal had over¬ 
turned a jury acquittal and 
the Supreme Court of Canada 
backed that decision. 

The crown appealed Mor- 
gentaler’s release last month, 
saying that only an appeal 
court judge could rule on bail, 
and that conditions should be 


set since public statements by 
Morgentaler since his release 
could affect his forthcoming 
retrial. 

Claude Armand Sheppard. 
Morgentaler’s lawyer, said in 
a telephone interview the de¬ 
cision to set bail conditions 
came as no surprise, but 
termed the conditions “very 
technical.” 

He repeated an argument 
he used in the bail hearing 
Monday, saying Morgentaler 
now is the only person in Can¬ 
ada who cannot sjieak out on 
abortion. 

' Morgentaler w-as acquitted 
on another illegal abortion 
charge while still serving his 
prison sentence. In that case 
the appeal court upheld the 
acquittal.

Patty tells of closet sex 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — 
Patricia Hearst told the 
jury at hcr-trial Tuesday that 
two of her male* kidnappei-s. 
Donald DeFreeze and Willie 
Wolfe, forced her .into “sexual 
intercourse” in a tiny closet 
as an introduction into the 
ways of the terrorist cult. 

Gulping for breath and her 
voice quavering, the 21-year- 
old Mtss Hearst said one of 
the woman members of the 
Symbionese Liberation Army 
told her it was time for her to 
“know what it was like being 
-in the*cell. i ’ 

“She told me I was going to 
sleep with Willie Wolfe, so I 
did,” Miss Hearst said. 

On the witness stand for a 
second day, Miss Hearst said 
she was told over and over 
that she was going to be killed 
and was forced to make a 
tape recording in which she 
berated her parents, saying 
they didn’t care whether she 
was freed or not. ' 

Defence lawyer F. Lee Bai¬ 
ley suddenly introduced the 
subject of her virtual rape 


about a month after "Her kid¬ 
napping while she was kept 
bound and blindfolded in the 
closet in the house where she 
was held. 

“Did one of the women 
come into the closet and say 
it was time you were getting 
it on with someone?” Bailey 
asked. 

“Yes.” 

‘“Who was the woman?” 

“Angela Atwood.” 

She said the woman told her 
that thp first one would be 
Wolfe, whom Miss Mearst in 
one of her later tapes de¬ 
scribed as the only true love 
of her life. 

“Did she sayit was a cus¬ 
tom of the 9LA?” 

“Yes, she said they wanted 
me to know' more what it w as 
like being in the cell with 
them. She said everyone had 
to take care of the needs of 
other people. She said that 
even though I was in the clos¬ 
et I should know more of 
this.” 

Miss Hearst said that same 
night Wolfe came into the 
closet. 


“Was your blindfold re¬ 
moved?” Bailey asked. 

“Yes.” 

“What clothing were you 
wearing?” 

“They had given me some 
clothing.” 

“What happened next?” 

“He came in the closet and 
closed the door, and . . 

“Did he make you lie cjpwn 
On the floor?” 

“Yes.” 

“Then what happened?’’ 

“We had sexual inter¬ 
course.” 

Miss Hearst said that about 
a week later DeFreeze, the 
“Field Marshal General* Cin¬ 
que” of the SLA, a black es¬ 
caped convict, came into the 
closet. 

“Did you do the same 
thing?” 

“Yes.” 

A short- time later, she said, 
the gang moved her to an¬ 
other apartment. 

She said she was put in a 
garbage can. and it was tied 
up and dumped into the back 
of a car. 


f “It seemed like I was in 
there 45 ntinutes or an hour,” 
she said. “They Ux>k me out 
’and started carrying me in¬ 
side the garbage can. They 
dropped it a couple of times. 
When I got out, I couldn’t 
stand because my. legs had 
gone to. sleep because of the 
position in the garbage can.” 

Miss Hearst saidj?he stayed 
in another closet in the second 
location tor a few weeks and 
then she was let out and the 
blindfold removed. 

“And that’s when I knew' 
they were going to rob sorne^- 
thing and Cinque said they 
were going to rob a bank.” 

She said that Cinque told 
her that “I’d be going inside 
the bank.” 

“What were your feelings?” 

“I just couldn’t believe they 
really were going to do it.” 

Cinaue made sure there 
w'ere cameras in the bank, 
she said, Bailey asked her 
why cameras were imixxrtant.

President Agostinho Neto of 
the Popular Movement in turn 
was demanding withdrawal 
of an estimated 5,000 South 
African troops in southern An¬ 
gola protecting a hydroelec¬ 
tric dam. 

Meanwhile, a group of An¬ 
gola-bound mercenaries re¬ 
turned to London Tuesday 
complaining that they were 
never paid and never heard a 
shot fired in anger. 

The soldiers of fortune were 
among a group who left Lon¬ 
don over the past weekend to 
join the Western-backed 
forces now in retreat.

A Shanghai Radio broadcast 
Monday said Mao had “per¬ 
sonally initiated” the strug¬ 
gle. which is viewed as^ the 
most serious in years. It could 
lead to a major showdown be¬ 
tween i>ower factions within 
the party leadership. 

Tuesday’s People’s Daily 
article denounced the leaders 
for emphasizing “stability 
and unity” and “developing 
the national economy” while 
“throwing (Mao’s 1 kby link of 
class struggle out into the 
ninth heaven.

COMOX — An apology com¬ 
bined with an assurance of fu¬ 
ture vigilance has been re¬ 
ceived by Comox council from 
Associated Engineering Ser¬ 
vices ^Ltd., after an incident 
last month which resulted in 
raw sewage being dumped 
into Gimox harbor. 

Chew Excavating Ltd. of 
Victoria, the contractor work¬ 
ing on the town’s major sewer 
extension, had been strong)y 
criticized by council for allow¬ 
ing sewage to be discharged 
into Comox Bay. Council has 
also requested an investiga¬ 
tion by AESL. which had a 
resident supervisor on the 
project. 

The contractor has not yet 
replied to the town’s requests 
for information on the spil¬ 
lage, council was told this 
week. 

However, the Pollution Con¬ 
trol branch has requested in¬ 
formation from the contractor 
as well as from AESL about 
the incident. 

The contractor directed the 
sewage from the new open 
line into an open ditch run¬ 
ning into the bay. Raw sew¬ 
age poured into the bay be¬ 
tween Dec. 29 and Jan. 7. ac¬ 
cording to a report from 
-AESL presented to council. 

As a result of the incident 
AESL has issued instructions 
to all its field personnel on 
procedures to prevent recur¬ 
rence of such • an incident, 
council was assured. 

Associated Engineering area 
manager. A. T. Sherrett, in 
his report to council said, 
"We feel the contractor has 
performed well in all other 
aspects of the contract and 
we have assurance that they 
will carry out any measures 
to remedy effects of the 
spill.” 

The possibility of disinfec¬ 
tion of the area was raised 
with the PCB but discarded 
because of effects on the 
shellfish beds. 

The company, regretting 
the inconvenience and embar¬ 
rassment to the town as a 
result of the spillage, assured 
council that safeguards are 
being built into specifications 
and supervision procedures to 
prevent any possibility of a 
recurrence of such a situa¬ 
tion. 

Associated Engineering also 
suggested an early meeting 
with the town council to dis¬ 
cuss measures to prevent any 
short term spillages due to 
power outages at the pump¬ 
house. 

Mayor . Richard Merrick 
said such a meeting was es¬ 
sential to determine exactly 
what was required and the 
cost involved.

Pilot hatchery project 

Indians, fisheries department 
harvesting more than salmon

DUNCAN — More dialogue 
between Indians and the fi¬ 
sheries department appears 
to be an added benefit from a 
hatchery project here. 

Peter Joe, 23, president of 
the Cowichan Indian Hatchery 
Co. Ltd. and one of four work¬ 
ing partners in the enterprise, 
said this week the project 
“has resulted in more dia¬ 
logue between the Indians and 
the fisheries department.’’ 

“Before there was a mutual 
distrust between us. Now, be¬ 
cause of the fish hatchery and 
thoir work with us, we are 
beginning slowly to chip away 
at those past feelings,” Joe 
said. 

The hatchery launched with 
a 540,000 grant from the Indi¬ 
an affairs department last 
-April, is operating under a

This will be done by mar¬ 
keting the salmon as fish 
products in the winter 


m<ftiths, after the commercial 
season. 

• But at the same time, he 
acknowledges that if aquacul¬ 
ture becomes well established 
in B.C., it would inevitably 
compete with the commercial 
fishing industry. 

In 1973, Dr. J. R. Brett of 
the Pacific Biological Station 
in Nanaimo told a govern¬ 
ment-industry seminar on ac- 
quaculture, “There * is sub¬ 
stantial biological and envi¬ 
ronmental basis for develop¬ 
ing marine acquaculture of 
Pacific Salmon, particularly 
in the Georgia Strait aitea.” 

Brett’s conclusion was 
based on the fact that B.C. 
had even more suitable condi¬ 
tion for aquaculture than 
Japan oFNorway. 

The most developed aqua¬ 
culture industry in the world 
is Japan’s yellovvtail industry 
(yellowtail has many similari¬ 
ties to the Pacific salmon).

Child chased by pack 

Marauding dogs blamed

NANAIMO — Marauding 
dogs have again come into the 
news in this area, this time 
for killing chicker^ and chas¬ 
ing children. 

An RCMP spokesman said 
Tuesday that reports have 
been received from the Cedar 
area involving complaints 
that packs of dogs have killed 
chickens on one farm,. have 
been harassing livestock on 
another and one child is said 
to have been chased by a 
pack of dogs within the past 
week. 

The job of dealing with this 
sort of complaint normally 
falls on the shoulders of a 


domestic animal protection 
officer, under the department 
of agridtltture of the province. 

However, since this area - 
has been without such a man 
for about a year, police had 
said they will have to act if 
the complaints persist. 

A spokesman said the 
RCMP have received the., co=* 
operation of the city pound 
and will apprehend dogs com¬ 
mitting such acts. % 

The domestic animals pro¬ 
tection act provides that a 
pack of dogs consists of two 
or more animals travelling to¬ 
gether. 

It also sets out that a police 


officer or other properly au¬ 
thorized -officer may shoot 
dogs found running in packs 
or harassing, viciously attack¬ 
ing or otherwise pestering 
domestic animals or people. 

One fact that the pobce 
spokesman said appears to 
have escaped mariy people 
living outside the city limits is 
that all dogs must be licenced 
and that stiff j>enalties are 
provided for failure to comp¬ 
ly- 

Owners of dogs are also li¬ 
able for damages because of 
death or injury to a farrh ani¬ 
mal or any person, he said.

almost inevitable that fish 
farming will become a full- 
scale industry in B.C. His one 
reservation is whether heavy 
financial investment is jus¬ 
tified at this time. 

“I will admit that when I 
first began investigating fish 
'farming, I was pretty pes¬ 
simistic. I now tpink that with 
more research and selective 
breeding it can be done.”

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STRATHCONA PARK - 
The Cream Lake area of 
Strathcona Park is seriously 
threatened by a proposed 
mining development, accord¬ 
ing to Brian Pinch of the Sier¬ 
ra Club in Victoria. 

The club has recently asked 
the provincial government for 
an assurance that no develop¬ 
ment be allowed in. the Cream 
Lake area. 

Pinch said the club’s conem 
over the safety of the Cream 
l^ake area has been height¬ 
ened by “the government’s 
continuing failure to oppose a 
development proposal by 
Cream Silver Mines Ltd. The 
club has also learned that a 
mines branch report has re¬ 
commended that a new’ dele¬ 
tion be made from Strathcona 
Park. While this deletion 
would not include the Cream 
Silvpr claims, it would be- in 
the same area.” 

Pinch said that the Sierra 
Club was very disappointed 
by the recent remarks of the 
Minister of Mines, Tom Wa- 
terland, who said that mining 
in parks “isn’t a bad thing” iT k 
strict environmental controls 
are enforced. 

Pinch said “while mining in 
parks may he necessary in 
some cases, the minister must 
realize that mining is not 
c ympatible with wilderness 
recreation and sometimes 
park values will be greater 
than mineral values.” Cream 
Lake is held to be an example 
of park values being much 
greater. 

Pinch described Cream 
Lake as lying in an alpine 
pass about five miles south of 
Buttle Lake. The lake is 
flanked by Mt. Septimus and 
Big Interior Mt., with a good 
view* of Della Falls, once 
thought to U 2 the highest falls 
in Canada. 

Not only* is the area ex¬ 
tremely beautiful but is said 
tjj-have the highest recreation 
potential of any area in the 
park. Pinch said. “Cream 
Lake is the huh of a myriad 
of hiking route%, including the 
popular Flower .Ridge, Della 
Falls, and Price Creek trails. 
The area is suitable for hik¬ 
ing. backpacking, climbing' 
and ski mountaineering. 

The New’ Democratic Party 
government said the question 
of Cream Lake was being 
studied by a committee which 
w’as examining -new' bounda¬ 
ries for Strathcona Park. The 
new boundaries were to ex¬ 
clude lands of low recreation 
value and include new areas 
of high park value. Pinch said 
the committee has not worked 
satisfactorily find while the 
Bedw'ell Valley has been de¬ 
leted from the park, no new 
areas have been added as 
compensation. 

Pinch said another mines 
branch report, “which has 
been denied to the public, in¬ 
dicates that the mineral values 
of the Cream Lake area are 
’not proven to he high, and 
that further exploration would 
involve methods that would 
cause serious damage to the 
Park. II? added that the area 
in which the claims are 'situ¬ 
ated is alpine and could nol 


be re vegetated. “Any explora¬ 
tion damage is therefore like¬ 
ly to he permanent.” 

Pinch said Strathcona Park 
has been heavily hit by indus¬ 
trial development in the past, 
including a major hydro proj¬ 


ect, extensive logging and the 
development of Western 
Mijpes. “It is important for 
the public to make clear to 
the government that the deg¬ 
radation has gone far enough, 
he said.

Nanaimo approves 
law in principal 


NANAIMO — City council 
here has given approval in 
principal to a new curfew 
byla\y for juvenile persons. 

Originally. Aid. Gino Sedola 
was to have presented a re¬ 
port to city council recom¬ 
mending that a bylaw „ .be 
drawn up immediately, call¬ 
ing for a curfew with terms 
similar to that in effect in 
Surrey. 

However, upon presentation 
Monday # night. Sedola sof¬ 
tened his approach and re¬ 
ceived narrow approval for 
his recommendation that the 
matter be referred to council 
in committee and that sub¬ 
missions from the public be 
invited. 

The Surrey curfew bylaw 
provides that all persons 
under 16 years of age be off 
the streets by 11 p.m., unless 
they are in company of re¬ 
sponsible adults or can other¬ 
wise justify their presence. 

It provides for fines against 
parents if children are found 
repeatedly breaching the 
terms of the bylaw. • 

The vote on the issue was a 
three to three tie. and Mayor 
Frank Ney cast the deciding 
ballot in favor of the curfew 
bylaw. * 

Aldermen Medland, Sedola 
and Virostko voted for the 
’recommendation while Alder¬ 
men G. L. Hall, Alex Fer¬

POUT ALBERNI Term¬ 
ing the development of region¬ 
al retreatirtn “the most 
challenging task facing 'this 
committee,” the Port Alberni 
Parks and Recreation Com¬ 
mission this week recom¬ 
mended that the Alberni Val¬ 
ley be established as a model 
for such a project over the 
next three to five yfcafsT 
The recommendation was 
included in a brief which the 
commission presented at a 
hearing of a provincial com¬ 
mittee on municipal and re¬ 
gional leisure delivery sys¬ 
tems in Nanaimo last week. 

The brief suggested the sub¬ 
ject of regional recreation has 
received a great deal of atten¬ 
tion in the area for a number 
of years without arriving at a 
satisfactory solution. 

In effect, the brief said, the 
parks and recreation commis¬ 
sion in the city, drawing tax 
support only from city resi¬ 
dents, was ‘supplying “on a 
‘relatively equal basis” recre¬ 
ational facilities and prik- 
igrams for the entire Valley. 

The brief 4aid there were 
two other recreational agen¬ 
cies in areas adjacent to the 
city, in Cherry Creek and 
Sproat Lake. These programs 
however were winding down 
because of the cessation of 
government grants antici¬ 
pated in the current year, 

Tn any case, the brief said, 
such figures as were available 
indicated that 20 per cent of 
the users of the city’s recrea¬ 
tional facilities were from out¬ 
side the city proper. 

“On these terms about 26 
per cenl of the cost of main¬ 
taining the recreational facili¬ 
ties in the city should be as¬ 
sumed by the residents in 
neighboring areas. However, 
the imposing of s-uch a levy 
against th* rural areas, for 
services which they had long 
been receiving at no direct 
cost would be political suicide 
for the djrectors of the region¬ 
al district, board. 

The brief suggested that the 
only alternatives for the cre¬ 
ation of regional recreation 
serv^es on an equitable basis 
would bo provincial legisla¬ 
tion. ' r to provide “adequate 
incentives” by which the re¬ 
gion could be convinced of the 
equity of shared costs. 

The brief concluded that for 
a number of reasons the area 
would aerve as “the ideal for 
such a project.”

And it was proclaimed. 
When the federal government 
didn’t do it, as expected, the 
new provincial cabinet did on 
Jan. 20. But then, in a change 
of mind, it rescinded the 
order, anil Monday -which 
was to have been Heritage 
Day in B.C.—was a day just 
like any other day. 

Provincial Secretary Grace 
McCarthy says Heritage r$ty 
was never proclaimed as a 
statutory holiday, but simply 
as a day of honor. 

But the union is pointing to 
the clause and saying that 
once proclaimed, it falls into 
the holiday category and 
should mean double-time pay¬ 
ment for all government em¬ 
ployees working Monday. 

The union has filed a policy, 
grievance with the public ser¬ 
vice commission, something 
that is expected to put iegal 
minds to the test. If the mat¬ 
ter isn’t solved at this level, 
the next step is expected to be 
binding arbitration. 

The case is proving interest¬ 
ing to the labor movement a§ 
a whole, even though other 
unions „don’t stand to gain 
anything. 

“The BCGEU is very fortu¬ 
nate in the'special wording of 
its contract,” a spokesman 
lor the B.C. Federation of 
Labor said Monday. “It is 
probably the only union with 
the actual words Heritage 
Day in its contract, and it 
w’ouhd se£m to have a legiti¬ 
mate claim.” 

It’s the kind of claim the 
BCGEU says could cost the 
government 54 million in dou¬ 
ble time payment*.

Survivor denies making statements 


An unsuccessful candidate 
in the November municipal 
"election .submitted a list of 
questions to Greater Victoria 
school board Monday night 
after ' describing the school 
system as expensive and luxu¬ 
rious. 

Ian Cass, who ran for an al- 
der ma nic seal in Saanich, 
saicT fhe hoard's 1976 budget 
of £46.791.876. — an increase of 
*»bout 20^ per cent — repre¬ 
sented a “continuation of 
wildly escalating education 
costs which, I believe, is total¬ 
ly unacceptable to the public 
generally/’ 

He said* it was particularly 
inequitable and punitive to el¬ 
derly property owners and 
those on fixed incomes, whom 
he said he represented. 

After calling: it a “cream- 
puff educational system,” 
Cass asked nine questions re¬ 
garding payroll, number of 
employees, teachers and stu¬ 
dents, tenure, curriculum and 
capital debt. 

Cass concluded by say¬ 
ing that practical financial 
limits had already been ex¬ 
ceeded and that the only an¬ 
swer was staff cuts. 1 

Chairman William Boss as¬ 
sured Cass the board would 
provide the answers to his 
questions as soon as possible. 

Tiie trustees continued to 
receive reaction to planning 
reports by assistant superin¬ 
tendent Dr. John Wiens and 
the action already taken by 
the board on those recommen¬ 
dations. 


A delegation from Victoria 
West elementary school, 
headed by ,Edna Krystia. pre¬ 
sented a brief from' the 
parents’ committee stressing 
their concern and objections 
to the planned move of Grade 
7 students out of the elemen¬ 
tary school into a junior high 
school. 

They presented figures of 
projected attendance which 
indicated that .519 students, 
two fewer than the suggested 
limit in one of Wiens’ reports, 
would be attending Victoria 
West, including Grade 7 stu¬ 
dents.

(CP) — The Panarctic crash 
inquiry took a new twist Tues¬ 
day ,as survivor Garry Wey- 
man denied making certain 
Ijost-accident statements to 
the brother of pilot Brian 
Thomson, who was killed in 
the crash along with 31 other 
persons. 

W e y m a n . flight engi¬ 
neer aboard the plane and one 
of only two survivors, was 
askGd if he recalled talking 
--with Jim Thomson after Brian 
Thomson’s funeral following 
the Oct. 30. 1974, crash at Rea 
Point, N.W.T., and also to 
Thomson’s widow, Lou Ann. 

W e y m a n said ho—un¬ 
called talking to them at Mrs. 
Thomson’s house, but not for 
the hour that commission 
counsel Peter Owten suggest¬ 
ed. and not apart from the 
group of other people in the 
house at the time. 

, Owen asked the witness 
if he had indicated to the pi¬ 
lot’s widow or brother an>- 
thing about an unusual in¬ 
cident at 6,000 or 7,000 feer 
abbve ground prior to the 
crash. 

W e y m a n said he coitfd 
not recall saying any such 
thing, nor did he recall any¬ 
thing unusual happening at 
that point. 

As the Electra left the 
300-foot level, Weyman said, 
he felt a negative gravi¬ 
tational pull that lifted him 
out of his seat and up against 
his lap belt, a sensation he 
had never experienced before. 

He said the movement 
scared him and he cursed 
aloud but got no verbal reac¬ 
tion from the pilot. 

Weyman said co-pilot Hat¬ 
ton calle'd out to the pilot 
telling him the plane was at 
300 feet and 3 DME, (three 
miles from Rea Point). 

Thomson still did not re¬ 
spond or show any sign of 
movement, Mr. Weyman said. 

He testified that he said fo 
the copilot: "Dave, I think 
hfe’s g >ing to kiy us.” 

*‘I was very scared,” Wey¬ 
man said. 

He said he then felt 
Hatton’s left hand on his set 
of power- levers and that 
Hatton “seerrted to be exert¬ 


ing great physical force on 
-the column, to the extent that 
he was shaking.”» 

At that time. Thoms,»n had . 
both hands on the wheel 
and was staring straight 
ahead. Weyman said. 

VOICE FALTERS 
His voice almost breaking, 
Weyman described his 
-actions after, the crash. He 


said he remembered J regain¬ 
ing consciousness half-in and 
half-out of the water while 
still in the cockpit and then 
looking at Thomson 
“I looked at Brian t Thom¬ 
son) *and_I looked at Dave 
(Hatton) and Dave was mov¬ 
ing so I yelfed at him and 
said we have got to get out of 
here." 


Weyman said liev grabbed 
Thomson by his flight suit but 
was unable to move him. 

“At this time the cockpit 

started roimig on its right 
side and filling up with water. 
I remember his (Hatton’s) 
arm or head or something 
sticking out of the water and I 
grabbed him and pulled him 


out on the ice (through the 
open rear of the cockpit).” 

Weyman said he noticed 
signs cf life among some 
of the other victims for 10 to 
15 minutes after he regained 
tunsciousness. Earlier testi¬ 
mony Indicated it was an hour 
and 20 minutes before a Twin 
Otter aircraft from Rea Point 
spotted the men on the ice. 


The flight engineer also tes¬ 
tified that when the Electra 
was about six miles from the 
Rea Point runway, Thom¬ 
son twice said that he be¬ 
lieved the plane was on top of 
a layer of cloud. 

The witness said he saw 
what appeared to be water 
and chunks of ice floating in it 
around this time. 


‘Pigeon drop’ scheme foiled 


A r*econt story in the Colo¬ 
nist about the “pigeop drop” 
con schemfe prevented a new 
attempt Tuesday, and Victo¬ 
ria police said late,in the day 
they were seeking two young 
women for questioning. 

First report j£ a “pigeon 
drop” in Greater Victoria 
came in 1974 when two young 
women approached an elderly 
Victoria woman with a story 
about a montey-filled envelope 
dropped from a car. 

They then went into the 
basis of the scheme — the 
young worrten finders would 
put up more money and so 
would the elderly woman, all 
in good faith, and the three 
would split the total. The 
woman lost S415. 

Newspaper stories about thfe 
scheme seerhed to help in 1974 
because it stopped once the 
first was published. But the 
“pigeon droppers”' returned 
early this year, making four 
attempts involving elcterly 
women in Oak Bay before 
new publicity chased them to 
cover. 

Or at least police thought 
ihe young women had left 
town, until Tuesday morning, 
when an 81-year-old Victoria 
woman had a second visit. 

Fraud squad detectives said 
the woman had been visited 
Jan. 30 by two young women 
w’ho asked to use the phorte 
and then said they had found 
a money-filled e n v e 1 o pfT 
dropped from a car. The rggi- 


dent didn’t like the idea of 
counting the money without 
notifying police, and told the 
two to go. 

Tuesday morning.^ the 
women were back, and’ this 
time the elderly womans 
daughter was present. Police 
said she was “familiar with 


the pigeon drop because she 
had read about it in. the 
papter.” 

When the women asked 
again to use the phone, the 
daughter told her mother to 
close the door and called po¬ 
lice. 

The women, who drove 


away before police arrived, 
were described as white, in 
their early 20s and of average 
height and build. One wore a 
long black leather coat while 
the other wore similar clottp- 
ing and was said to be slim¬ 
mer and less attractive than 
the first.

• The co-op told the CRTC 
it wbuld raise $6.2 piillion by 
selling 100 $1 shares to each 
subscriber but “this premise 
is wrong. ” There are only 
about 10,000 single-dwelling 
outlets and the rest are ten¬ 
ants of apartment blocks 
whose owners pay approved 
tower bulk rates.

cable system could he built 
from scratch lor $4.5 million 
“and it is equally naive to 
think Victoria Cablevision 

would sell its assets for that 
price.” 

Wallace said engineers had 
estimated the cost of rebuild¬ 
ing the system from scratch 
would be at least $8 million 
and the task would take 2*4 
years, during which there 
w’ould be no cable service. 

He said a mandatory pay¬ 
ment of $1(H) per subscriber 
when the ct>-op began its pro¬ 
posed non-profit, subscriber- 
owned system would force an 
apartment block owner with 
100 tenants to pay $10,000. 

Wallace didn’t say it but the 
CRTC would have to change 
its policy favoring bulk rates 
for the plan of $100 per sub¬ 
scriber to go into effect. He 
did point out many sub¬ 
scribers might balk at an un¬ 
expected extra $100 fee partly 
for programming which few 
people watch. 

If the replacement cost was 
$8 million instead of the co-op 
figure and only 40,000 sub¬ 
scribers joined in, the manda¬ 
tory opening payment would 
have to be closer to $200. 

Wallace said the non-profit 
goal would mean the co-op ^ 


“would not be motivated to 
develop efficient and cost-ef¬ 
fective operations (but) the 
co-op would be motivated to 
readily spend all its funds 
until a zero profit position is 
realized.” 

He said the system*" Serving 
about three million Canadian 
cable subscribers pay federal, 
provincial and municipal 
taxes but, "if the co-op does 
not pay income taxes, the 
shortfall of tax dollars will be 
made up by all Canadians.” . 

Wallace said the Campbell 
River co-op’s recent rate in¬ 
creases were ''in stark con¬ 
trast” to the fact the basic 
Victoria Cablevision rate had 
not changed since it was set 
in 1962. 

He said a co-op system at 
"the same time as converters 
were needed if viewers want¬ 
ed to see the new mid-band 
area would cost each viewer 
at least $100 to join the co-oq, 
$75 to $100 for the converter 
and $5.50 a month or more in 
standard rates. 

“What benefits will the sub¬ 


scribers receive from the co¬ 
op that they are not receiving 
from Victoria Cablevision?’’ 
he asked. 

“Is good deception and go id 
service not more important?

Violent weather Tuesday 
with winds gusting to hurri- 
c«\ne force in parts of Greater 
Victoria brought rain and 
some snow as thunderstorm 
spells passed over Vancouver 
Island from the north. 

Scattered power outages oc¬ 
curred. and disaster struck at 
one View Royal apartment 
building where visitor Ken 
Waters of Victoria saw his 
car destroyed. 

The car was one of two 
damaged when the wind lifted^ 
a balcony and rooftop' of two- 
storey Christie Point Apart¬ 
ments about 1:30 p.m. and 
sent pieces tearing through 
the courtyard. A tree was 
Uprooted. 

An upper-level suite was so 
badly water-damaged when 
its roof was ripped off that oc¬ 
cupants Joanne and Larry 
Shellenberg - who plan to 
move to Vancouver next week 
— packed up their belongings 
and moved out Tuesday after¬ 
noon. 

“We were going to move 
next Wednesday, and then 
this happened." Mrs. Shellen¬ 
berg said. 

“We’re just getting out of 
here. We’ll worry later where 
to go.” her husband said. 

The family is moving to 
Vancouver where Shellenberg 
has a job. 

The couple had buckets 


around the apartment catch¬ 
ing water as it dripped 
through light bulb sockets and 
crevices. Other apartments 
were water-damaged to a 
lesser extent. Work crews 
lined tihe roof with plastic. 


No one was hurt but cable- 
vision and some telephone 
lines were down.

any decision on recognizing 
the MPLA regime. 

In Ottawa External Affairs 
Minister Allan MacEachen 
said he hopes to make an an¬ 
nouncement in a day of so - 
concerning possible Canadian 
recognition of the MPLA re¬ 
gime. 

The Canadian government 
only recognizes a regime 
when it feels it has effective 
control over the territory in¬ 
volved. 

In Washington. U.S. state 
department spokesman John 
Trattner. asked whether the 
U.S. will extend recognition, 
said: 

“1 don’t think‘we are at that 
point. 

“I don’t think it has been 
established w-ho is in charge 
or who controls the situation 
on the ground in Angola.”* 

The MPLA’s People’s Re¬ 


public of Angola was-recog¬ 
nized earlier by the Soviet 
bloc, the Organization of Afri¬ 
can Unity and 27 of its 46 Af¬ 
rican member countries. 
North Korea. Brazil and 
Cuba. Brazil, like the Soviet 


Union, recognized the MPLA 
last Nov. 11 when Angola 
gained independence from 
Portugal. 

France, the first major 
Western jxjwer to accept the 
MPLA. said it did so “in view 
of the fact that the Luanda 
government exercises its au¬ 
thority over most of the terri¬ 
tory.”

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Judge gags Morgentaler 
as pre-trial condition 


MONTREAL iCPi Que¬ 
bec Court of Appeal judge 
Laurent Belanger imposed 
hail conditions, on Dr. Henry 
Morgentaler Tuesday, pre- 
\entirig him from speaking 
publicly abouf his Rending re¬ 
trial on an illegal abortion 
charge. 

In his decision, Belanger 
forbade Morgentaler from 
speaking publicly either about 
the retrial or about Canadian 
abortion laws. 

In addition. Morgentaler 
was ordered not to perform 
abortions except in accredited 
hospitals as described in the 
Criminal Code and to promise, 
before a municipal court 
judge • to forfeit $500 if bail 
conditions are not met. 

Morgentaler will also have 


to appear in superior court 
here March 1, wfien the date 
will be set for his retrial. 

Morgentaler was freed on un¬ 
conditional bail Jan. 26 by su¬ 
perior court after federal Jus¬ 
tice Minister Ron Basford or¬ 
dered a new trial for the doc¬ 
tor on the charge of perform¬ 
ing an illegal abortion. 

He w«s convicted last 
March and sent to prison for 
eighteen months. Quebec 
Court of Appeal had over¬ 
turned a jury acquittal and 
the Supreme Court of Canada 
backed that decision. 

The crown appealed Mor- 
gentaler’s release last month, 
saying that only an appeal 
court judge could rule on bail, 
and that conditions should be 


set since public statements by 
Morgentaler since his release 
could affect his forthcoming 
retrial. 

Claude Arniand Sheppard, 
Morgentaler’s lawyer, said in 
a telephone interview the de¬ 
cision to set hail conditions 
came as no surprise, but 
termed the conditions “very 
technical.” 

He repeated an argument 
he used in the bail hearing 
Monday, saying Morgentaler 
now is the only person in Can¬ 
ada who cannot sjieak out on 
abortion. 

Morgentaler was acquitted 
on another illegal abortion 
charge while still serving his 
prison sentence. In that case 
the appeal court upheld the 
acquittal.

Health Minister Robert 
McClelland has agreed to ap¬ 
prove a 25-acre site near 
Douglas and McKenzie for a 
new' hospital, but he hasn’t 
agreed to pay for the land.

Ln a letter dated Feb. 4, 
McClelland told commission 
chairman Robert Wallace that 
he would "Heluctantly" ap¬ 
prove the site, but the provin¬ 
cial government'' would not 
share land costs above 
$1,250,000. The other half of

the site’s cost would have to 
be borne entirely by the re¬ 
gion. 

The province would normal¬ 
ly pay 60 per cent of the cost. 

Wallace replied that, after 
reconsidering the alterna¬ 
tives, thte commission was 
still strongly in favor of the 
McKenzie and Douglas site. 
He asked the minister to ex¬ 
propriate the property and to 
share thte cost on the usual 
60-40 basis. 

The commission had un¬ 
successfully requested expro¬ 
priation last year, before the 
provincial election. 

Expropriation would rrfean 
further negotiation with the 
owner, RAM Developments „ 


or resort to an Independent 
board which would set the 
fair market value. 

Hospital board chuirman 
Art Young said Tuesday the 
important advantage of ex¬ 
propriation would be that de¬ 
sign and construction of the 
bas^jital could start immedi¬ 
ately. 

Tlie tactic of approving a 
hospital site, but not its cost, 
has scuttled Greater Victoria 
hospital plans before. 

In 1971, tlie hospital board 
tried to acquire 35 acres on 
Helmcken, north of the high¬ 
way, as a site for an extended 
care hospital. The board ex¬ 
pected to eventually build a 
general hospital on the site. 


Ralph Loffmark, then min¬ 
ister of health, rejected the 
negotiated price of $6,5<xraft 
acre. He finally agreed to 
share the cost of the land at 
$5,000 an acre if the board 
paid the iemainder. 

The region rejected that ex¬ 
pensive idea, and the site is 
still undeveloped. 

In 1971, the board had bud¬ 
geted $349,000 for that land, 
including the cost of sewer 
and water services. It is this 
same site .that the health de¬ 
partment is now urging the 
hospital planning commission 
to consider over the $2.5 mil- 
„ lion McKenzie-Douglas prop¬ 
erty. 

Young said the Helmcken 
site has been studied and re¬ 


studied by the commission, 
and has been rejected for sev¬ 
eral reasons. The probable 
high cost of servictes (particu¬ 
larly sewers), its distance' 
from the population centre, 
and tlie lack of a professional 
fire department in the adea 
were important, he s'aid. 

A major hospital also 
creates pressure for housing 
for nurses and hospital staff, 
as well as drugst res and 
other commercial <le\te!op- 
ments. which View Royal isn’t 
ready for. Young' added. 

McClelland Is opposed to 
Hie McKenzie - Douglas si te 
mainly because of cost. Even 
the price of $1,250,000, equiva¬

To Ward off potential disas¬ 
ter for downtown Victoria, the .

The mayor said. “Maybe 
we should recall some of the 
tents from Guatemala" to 
house displaced Victoria 
downtown residents. 

The furore goes back to last 
year, when Simmons, in com¬ 
pliance with the Fire Mar- 
‘ shal’s Act, sent letters to 30 
downtown property owners or¬ 
dering them to improve fire 
safety installation in their 
buildings. 

Twelve of the 30 appealed 
the order, and Tuesday, Sim¬ 
mons recieved word from 
Vancouver that the first ap¬ 
peal had been rejected. 

The hotel owner has pntil 
March 31 to carry out the 
order. 

Work to be done by then 
^includes installation of heat 
and smoke detectors, fire- 
proofirig of stairwells, in¬ 
stallation of illuminated exit 
signs, and holding of regular 
fire drills for the staff. * 

• Aid. Murray Glazier, chair¬ 
man of city council’s fire 
safety committee, said the act 
would apply to all buildings 
except single-family homes. 

“It means everything, right 
down to duplexes,’ 1 Glazier 
•aid. 

He called the fire marshal’s 
decision “unacceptable,” and 
said property owners' should 
be allowed to install sprinkler 
systems, rather than have to 
carry out other more expen¬ 
sive work.
